O N December 30, 1944. the War Department issued 
a directive stating that the Army had no ob- 
jection to having Reds in service unless there was a 
“specific finding that the individual involved" advo- 
cated the overthrow of our Government by force. 

This was practically an open invitation for the Com- 
munists. They could join our military services and 
bore from within, weakening our effectiveness by caus- 
ing confusion and at the same time learn our vital 
secrets — and without the least bit of personal worry. 
They could preach Communism, then could condemn 
our form of government, they could do practically 
anything they wished, just so long as they did not 
openly state that they believed the United States 
should be overthrown “by force!” 

A large number of Reds eagerly accepted this in- 
vitation. But they did not become ordinary GI’s or line 
officers. They were scientists on important projects, 
or commissioned officers with Intelligence, CIC, Office 
of Psychololgical Warfare, OSS, or any other behind- 
the-lines department where they could learn our in- 
nermost secrets and stay away from the fighting. 

During this period the Reds had access to our most 
classified photographic archives. They knew how our 
battles with Germany and Japan were progressing 
by the minute, they knew how many airplanes we 
were building and where they were being sent, they 
knew where our troops were being sent and when the 
convoys were sailing, and they even helped plan some 
of our battles! 

Carl Aldo Marzani’s association with the Reds has 
never been proved. However, he refused to answer 
questions as to whether he was or had ever been a 
Communist or a spy. During the war he was a liaison 
officer with the Deputy Chief of Staff of the Army 
and the Office of Under Secretary of War. He also 
helped select bombing targets for the Doolittle air 
raid on Tokyo! 

Some of the other men who refused to say whether 
or not they were Communists were the following: 
Morris U. Cohen, who worked as a physicist for the 
Technical Research Laboratories; Herman Landau, 
who worked on ordnance research for the Army at 
the secret Aberdeen Proving Grounds; Sidney J. Soco- 
lar, Ralph Spitzer, Joseph Steigman, and Henry H. 
Collins, Jr. — all of whom were either scientist or com- 
missioned officers. 

Professor Philip Morrison admitted that he had 
access to virtually all secrets of the atomic project. 
He was also a member of a mission to Japan to in- 
spect cities damaged by A-bombs. He has admitted to 
membership in the Communist Party, and on July 
30, 1953, Senator William E. Jenner announced that 
Professor Morrison was then a leader of the Com- 
munist-controlled American Peace Crusade! 

David Hawkins was another scientist who admitted 
former membership in the Communist Party. In May, 
1943, he was assigned to the Los Alamos atomic pro- 
ject, and later appointed historian of the project, 
with access to all the information necessary to write 
its history! 

T HE Reds also took advantage of their official posi- 
tions to send out Communist propaganda at the 
taxpayer’s expense. This propaganda, according to 
former GI’s, came from Washington in special en- 
velopes every week and was supposed to be read to 
troops by their officers. 

“Finally I couldn’t stand it any longer,” said one 
GI. “One week while the trash was being read I 
yelled out, ‘Hell, major, that’s nothing but dirty Com- 
munist propaganda.’ He stopped for a moment, then 
answered, ‘Soldier, you’re right.’ He threw the mimeo-

graphed sheets away, and that was the end of the 
‘brain-washing’ in our outfit. He threw them away 
unread every week after that. I don’t know what 
other outfits did with their envelopes, but I sure as 
hell hope they threw them away too!” 

There were many other instances of Communist ac- 
tivity in the Army. A former corporal recently back 
from Germany said, “Sometimes it was hard to tell 
just what we were over there for. Our officers told 
us we were to patrol the border of the American 
Zone to watch for the Reds, and -then every once in 
a while some joker would come along and give us 
a spiel about why we should be friendly with the 
Russians. You figure it out; I sure as hell can’t.” 
Russian spies stole our A-bomb secrets, our radar 
secrets, and hundreds of other top military secrets. 
They held such an iron-fisted grasp on our Govern- 
ment that every one of our most classified documents 
passed through their hands. 

T HE Congressional Jenner report of fellow-traveler 
activities states that, in addition to the above, se- 
cret Communists had wormed their way into the 
following high Governmental offices: 

Executive Assistant to the President; 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury; 

Treasury Attache in China; 

Secretary of the International Monetary Fund; 
Head of the Latin-American Division of the Office 
of Strategic Services; 


National Labor Relations Board; 

Chief Counsel of the Senate Subcommittee on Civil 
Liberties; 

Chief of the Statistical Analysis Branch of the War 
Production Board; 

Treasury Department Representative and Adviser in 
Financial Control of the North African Economic 
Board; 

Special Assistant to the Attorney-General of the 
United States. 

To show just how far the Reds had taken over our 
country’s innermost secrets, listen to this: 

When the OSS raided the offices of Amerasia, an 
obscure Communist magazine, they found almost 2000 
documents from every department of the Government, 
with the sole exception of the FBI.

W HEN battered Randy Turpin of England sat in 
his dressing room in New York’s Madison Square

There is no doubt that domestic troubles had sapped 
Turpin’s ambition to plan a careful training program 
for this highly important bout. 

A NOTHER and greater pugilist, Jack Johnson, also 
had domestic troubles and court actions, but he 
took all his woes in his stride. 

Johnson is still rated as the greatest defensive 
heavyweight who ever drew on a glove. He could pick 
off punches before they were well under way. For a 
big fellow, he was cleverer than Jim Corbett, but all 
his cleverness within the ropes seemed to leave him 
in matters of outside romances. 

His first marriage, to Mary Austin, lasted three 


years. According to Jack “an invisible something gnaw- 
ed at us which finally resulted in our permanent sep- 
aration.” 

Then Johnson became infatuated with a pretty 
chick, Clara Kerr, in Philadelphia. They set up home 
in California and happiness seemed Jack’s destiny.

HOWARD HUGHES? 


F OR more than twenty years, 
Howard Hughes and his millions 
have been linked with Hollywood’s 
sexiest beauties. Ever since Hell’s 
Angels vaulted Jean Harlow into 
fllmdom’s panoply of sirens, Hughes 
has worn the mantle of queen - 
maker. 

Actually, Hughes’ discoveries have 
been few (Jane Russell is his only 
other star) , but through adroit 
press agentry, the tall, crotchety, 
and slightly deaf magnate has 
managed to nurture his reputation 
•as a “genius” of box office sex ap- 
peal. 

Recently, however, that reputa- 
tion received a jolt, when minority 
stockholders of RKO filed suit in 
New York State Supreme Court to 
prevent Hughes from driving the 
firm bankrupt. Say the stockhold- 
ers: Too many actresses were be- 
ing hired without being used in 
any of RKO’s films. 

This charge against Hughes is 
nothing new. As long as the Texas 


millionaire has been in Hollywood, 
he has studiously followed a set 
publicity pattern. 

F IRST, the Hughes press agents 
will announce' that the “genius” 
has found another diamond in the 
rough. Newspapers are flooded with 
photographs of a young, bosomy 
lass. 

Second, Hughes himself is seen 
around town (sometimes around 
the country) with his new “dis- 
covery.” 

Third, another “find” is an- 
nounced, and the first is forgotten. 

Rarely do any of Hughes’ girls 
get into his movies. 

Now 48, Hughes has never mar- 
ried, although he has been ro- 
mantically linked to a continuous 
turn over of full-chested curva- 
ceous “discoveries.” 

Although Hughes has successfully 
kept a wall of mystery around his 
personal life, his business activi- 


ties have been subjected to close 
scrutiny and sharp criticism. The 
man aroused the ire of Congress 
several years back when the “flying 
boxcar” he built for the govern- 
ment at $20 million could get no 
more than 14 feet off the ground. 

T OP executives for Hughes’ air- 
line (TWA) made headlines by 
resigning on their boss en masse. 

Cranky and eccentric, Hughes has 
been accused of conducting his 
businesses by whim.

PARALYSIS and MARRIAGE 



Many polio victims lead normal 
lives and are more useful citizens 
than their non-afflicted neighbors 


T HE United States Public Health Service bulletins 
on the incidence of infantile paralysis over the 
past decade show that an average of 5,000 people are 
stricken with this crippling disease every year. It is 
expected the total of cases in 1953 will be well over 
the 5,000 mark. 

Of these 5,000 afflicted persons, about 50% will be 
completely cured, 25% will suffer only slight or par- 
tial after-effects, 8% will die, and only 17% will be

seriously crippled for life in one form or another. 

Can this 17% — confined as they are to iron lungs, 
wheel chairs and hospital beds — ever hope to have a 
normal love life? 

German neurologist. Dr. Hugo Varstein, in his book 
“Sex and the Infirm,” partly answered the question 
when he said: 

"Infantile paralysis — or polio — virus attacks only 
motor nerves, thus causing muscular atrophy. It does 
not directly destroy those nerves related to the re- 
productive organs of an individual. Therefore, in 
practically every case of post-polio infection, it is 
possible for the paralytic to have a normal married 
life.” 

Looking deeper into Dr. Varstein’s book and the 
research he has done on the subject, we find a more 
complete explanation of his answer. 

There are three types of polio virus: Bulbar, which 
attacks the nerve centers in the bulb of- the brain 
regulating breathing, swallowing and blood circula-. 
tion; Spinal, which affects the nerves that control 
bodily movement below the neck; And spino-bulbar, 
a combination of both and the most serious type. 
None of the three types attacks any of the body’s 


vital organs. Nor do they find their way into the 
reproductive organs. 

A LTHOUGH some patients have been known to lose 
their sexuality after a seige of polio, doctors agree 
that the loss is due more to complex psychological 
factors than to any physical deterioration of the re- 
productive organs. Dr. Varstein’s experimental studies 
have proved that polio has little, if any effect on 
normal sex drives. Whenever a patient of his com- 
plained of inadequacies, -Dr. Varstein found that la- 
tent fears and anxieties were always the cause. 

“My patients,” he has said, “have always preserved 
their sexual potential. When they did not — or felt 
they did not — I looked not to their bodies, but to 
their minds for the cause.” 

He tells of a patient of his — a Carl Hellmann— 
who was paralyzed from the hips down. After his 
discharge from Dr. Varstein’s clinic in Hamburg, Carl 
told his doctors that he was not able to have normal 
relations with his wife. He insisted he was impotent. 
Dr. Varstein and his assistants examined Carl and

O VER the past 20 years, my work as a sociologist 
has taken me to hundreds of nudist camps, both 
in this country and abroad. Everyhere, I found the 
setup to be the same — camps attended by the same 
kind of people, all seeking to fill some emptiness in 
their lives through outdoor activity and companion- 
ship. 

Nudism or naturism is a fantastic throwback to the 
pagan life of the pre-Christian era. Not only have 
many church leaders condemned it as immoral, but 
doctors and. scientists warn that exposing the skin 
to too much sunlight can cause skin cancer! 

As a sociologist, however, I can add that the most 
shocking fact about nudist camps is that most of 
them are nothing more than rackets, designed to prey 
upon 'the emotional insecurity of the people they at- 
tract! 

I have already read many bona-fide letters from 
disillusioned naturists, each proclaiming that they 
have been duped into a relentless blackmail trap. I 
have talked to others who found out too late that the 
“sunshine-and-vitamins” ruse had seduced them into 
posing for pictures which were later “sold back” for 
an exorbitant price! 

Often, the negative was kept and the blackmail 
continued, until the victim was bled to the limit. ’ 
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Sign belonged to camp recently raided by Indiana 
Dolice. Charges of indecent exposure were filed.

I have interviewed many owners and managers of 
nudists camps and discovered them to be cynical 
operators who are fully aware that their propaganda 
about the benefits of sunshine and nudism are untrue! 

Like other cults, nudism has become a source of 
rich profits for a few, and a cause of physical and 
psychological sickness for many. . 

T HE Reverend Dr. William Olcott, Episcopal min- 
ister, told me recently that he was deeply con- 
cerned about the bad moral influence of nudism on 
children. He believes that respect for the sacredness 
of the human body is not taught to the offsprings of 
nudists. “How strange,” he said, “that many of these 
people (nudists i profess devotion to God and His 
ideals and yet they proceed to live like pagans and 
heretics.” 

Naturists have tried to answer the sharp attacks 
leveled against them by religious leaders. One of their 
pamphlets proclaimed: “We believe . . . that immor- 
ality is fostered by imagination rather than by a full 
knowledge of human anatomy. Nudism removes the 
necessity for the degrading competition between men. 
Brothers under the skin, they become actual brothers 
clothed only in their skin.” 

When I showed this to Lutheran Pastor Herman Gey- 


er he exclaimed, “Shocking!” Like Dr. Olcott, he ob- 
jected to the physical emphasis these misguided people 
placed upon religion. “Unless human progress is meas- 
ured by values of the mind and the spirit,” Pastor 
Geyer told me, “unless understanding of God’s Will is 
sought through belief in Him and through the instru- 
ments of science that He gave us, then we as mortal 
men are doomed.” The pastor summed up the nudists 
with one acid comment: “In Germany, nudism became 
part of the Nazi pattern!” 

Juvenile delinquency has been frequently attributed 
to nudism. In a small midwest village, a 14-y^ar-old 
boy was picked up for minor sex offenses and was 
turned over by the court to a minister who also dealt 
in matters of family guidance. The minister was 
shocked to learn that the boy’s parents were secret 
members of a nearby nudist colony which they at- 
tended every Sunday (instead of goihg to church). 

The church leader quickly saw to it that the boy’s 
guardianship was taken away from the nudist parents 
until he was 19 years of age. The teenager' was placed 
in a foster home of normal, loving people, and in 
no time, his difficulties with the law disappeared. 

According to many psychiatrists, group nudism is 
nothing more than a form of voyeurism-exhibitionism 
— the “Peeping Tom” compulsion pattern. 
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Sunbathers pretend to be blase. Yet their activity 
is purported to contribute to juvenile delinquency. 


“Unquestionably,” says the well-known psychologist, 
Dr. Hugo L. Kessler, “the dynamic powers which are 
set in motion in the nudist movements can be traced 
to exhibitionistic instincts.” 

In the female, this is the desire to display her breasts 
and pelvic regions. In the male, it is the wish to 
.show off his muscles and general physical competence. 
It is doubtful- that either sex is desirous of exhibiting 
the genitals solely. Says Dr. Kessler: “The psychic 
motivation is directed toward erasing a feeling of 
self-doubt by achieving expressions of admiration.” 
Despite the protests of naturists, the Post Office 
Department has dealt severely with nudist publica- 
tions. Uncle Sam, knowing nudists for what they are, 
refuses to be taken in by their high-sounding, illogical, 
and untrue self- justifications. The Post Office classi- 
fies pictures of nudists as illicit and obscene — not to 
be allowed through the mails. 

If it were true that nakedness of itself has merit, 
then we would all run bare and there would be no 
such cult as naturism.

F OR thousands of years, the Demon Rum has been 
lambasted as a major curse of the human race — 
a cause of practically every mental and physical ill 
from delirium tremens, enlargement of the heart, high 
blood pressure and cirrhosis of the liver to stunted 
growth, insanity, serility, and impotence. 

In particular, the hangover — classic aftermath of 
cver-indulgence — has received its share of vitupera- 
tion. In the ancient Hindu Ayurveda, for example, it 
is described with an accuracy every heavy imbiber 
will instantly appreciate: "... vomiting, inability to

eat, lassitude, heartburn, severe thirst, tremors, palpi- 
tations, weakness, sleeplessness, dizziness . . .” 

The sixty to seventy million Americans who occa- 
sionally “tie one on” will recognize thee symptoms 
with a shudder.. So will the piteous three million or so 
who have become confirmed alcoholics. “Never again!” 
both of these groups have undoubtedly said many 
times. Recent studies, however, have shown that al- 
cohol — even when taken in excess over periods of 
many years — causes none of the disastrous effects for 
which it has been blamed. In fact, it has definite value 
in the case of certain individuals in relieving psychic 
and physical tensions, promoting general health and 
longevity, and increasing virility. 

In other words alcohol, if used properly, causes 
more good than harm. 

Now, this is by no means an invitation to go out 
and get drunk, to become a chronic alcoholic and 
a useless, will-less burden upon society. There is a 
point at which the definite benefits of moderate con- 
sumption of alcohol are overweighed by the manifold 
and obvious detriments of excess. 

This, however, is true of anything, including exer- 
cise, work, or eating. Excess of anything is bad, and 
alcohol is no exception.

There have been many recent ex- 
periments in which alcohol was fed 
to rats and other laboratory ani- 
mals, and the results were care- 
fully noted. In sensational experi- 
ments, many successive generations 
of animals had been kept in a 
state of intoxication throughout 
their entire life-spans. They had 
also been fed a diet which con- 
tained vitamins, minerals, and oth- 
er substances essential to health. 

These animals, on the average, 
lived longer than animals which 
were fed an identical diet but no 
alcohol. They tended to be health- 
ier, and to be less afflicted with 
neuroses. Their virility was marked, 
and their descendants, with each 
generation, tended to be larger and 
more robust than the descendants 
of “non-alcoholic animals.’’ 

Contrary to widespread belief, the 
human sperm and egg cells are not 
harmed by alcohol. These cells can 
be placed in alcohol solutions strong 
enough to cause death when in the 
bloodstream (from .6 to .7 percent) 
without any sign of discomfort 
whatever. Thus, the theory that al- 
coholism causes sterility and impo- 
tence is completely exploded. 

There is considerable evidence 
that the consumption of alcohol 
increases sexuality in persons oth- 
erwise subnormal in that respect. 
It is now well-established that 
many alcoholics suffer from a con- 
genital malfunctioning of the pi- 
tuitary gland, which in turn regu- 
lates activity of the entire endo- 
crine-gland system, including the 
adrenals and sex .glands. Alcohol 
seems to fulfill — to some extent at 
least— the triggering function not 
supplied by the defective pituitary. 

Tnis does not mean that alco- 
holics are sexual supermen. In most 
cases, they are not. But it does 
mean that alcohol provides a great- 
er sexuality for some than would 
otherwise be the case. 

When rats from which the pitui- 
tary had been removed were fed 
alcohol, no increase in adrenal or 
sex gland activity was noticed. But 


when rats with pituitaries were giv- 
en alcohol, adrenalin was discharg- 
ed into the bloodstream, the ani- 
mals perked up, and marked inter- 
est in sex was noticed. 

While it was obviously impossible 
to remove the pituitaries of human 
alcoholics for experimental pur- 
poses, intricate tests revealed sub- 
normal pituitary functioning which, 
however, was compensated by the 
alcohol to some extent. In other 
words, it appears that the craving 


for alcohol represents an effort of 
the body to step up the function- 
ing of the adrenal and sex glands — 
and possibly the hypothalamus as 
well (which controls sleep and ap- 
petite) through the ingestion of al- 
cohol. 

According to Dr. James J. Smith, 
the endocrine disturbance antedat- 
ed and brought on the craving for 
alcohol, and indicated strongly 
“that alcoholism might indeed be

Here is an astounding way to win 70 percent of your 
bets. It's so simple you'd naturally overlook it! 


T URNING to the past performances in the Daily Racing Form, and 
considering only the three horses in each Claiming race picked by the 
Consensus, we’ll proceed to apply our own little Class gimmick. 

It is simply this. Instead of considering only the last claiming price 
at which the horse contested, we’re going to take a cross section of his 
last five claiming races. The reason we have to do this is because there 
is so much manipulation among trainers, for reasons best known to

themselves, that it’s impossible to gauge a horse’s 
true claiming Class level by considering any one race. 

Here’s how we do it. The past performances for 
each horse usually list some eight races most recently 
run by the horse under consideration. We find the 
claiming price at which he ran in each race, just to 
the right of the jockeys’ names. All we do is add the 
most recent five claiming prices together of those three 
horses given us by the Consensus. The horse, whether 
picked first, second, or third, which gets the highest 
lumped claiming tag figure is the one we will play. 

We’ll rim through the claiming races of an after- 
noon’s card to make sure the simple process is under- 
stood. Since most of us will be going to the track on 
Saturday only, we’ll take the most recent Saturday 
Form off our stack. 

It’s Saturday, October 17, 1953, and the first track 
listed is Hawthorne, which is located at Cicero, Il- 
linois. 

T HE three, horses picked in the Consensus for the 
first race are, L’Amour, Tour d’Argent, and Joe’s 
Star, in that order.

FOR HEART DISEASE

B ECAUSE of a relatively simple and not particular- 
ly hazardous heart operation developed by two 
New York surgeons, thousands and perhaps millions 
who would otherwise be doomed to swift and painful 
death from coronary disease will soon be able to live 
normal life spans, in many cases completely free from 
symptoms. 

This encouraging prospect was recently explored in 
the Journal of the American Medical Association 
(June 20, 1953) by Drs. Samuel A. Thompson and 
Aaron Plachta, who developed the new operation and 
have been . cautiously observing its results for more 
than thirteen years. 

Incredible as it may seem, although all the patients 
operated on wera “in a terminal state” or close to 
death at the time of the operation, having “everything 
to gain and nothing to lose,” the average span of life 
after operation is already five years and is steadily 
increasing, since many of the patients are still very 
much alive and healthy. The earliest patient operated 
on who is still living has enjoyed thirteen and one-half 
additional years of life as the direct result of this 
operation. He may live many more years. 

Patients who died at the time of the operation and

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postoperatively are not included in the above sum- 
mary, obviously. The operative mortality rate was 
about one in eight, which is not high considering the 
fact that all the patients were practically living 
corpses, with hearts that were notoriously undepend- 
able, and consequently very poor surgical risks. 

They had revealed symptoms of coronary disease for 
four and one-half years, on the average. Their aver- 
age life-expectancy was only six more months. They 
were in such bad shape because only critical cases 
were accepted while the operation was undergoing 
trial. Yet only one in eight died! 

Obviously, the mortality rate with coronary patients 
who are not in the terminal stage may be expected 
to be much lower. For the operation itself, as previ- 
ously pointed out, is simple “and does not, of itself, 
carry any great risk.” 

Before we describe this amazing operation, which 
involves an entirely new approach to coronary disease, 
let us briefly review the gravity of the coronary 
disease problem in this nation today. For it is not 
improbable that you or I— if not already a sufferer — 
may be stricken with this dread ailment tomorrow. 

Cardiovascular ills — meaning ailments of the heart 
and its associated blood and lmpyh vessels, mem- 
branous sacs and so on — have been increasing steadily 
during recent decades. Reasons given for this increase

O N Manhattan Island’s lower West Side there is a 
section of town, four to six square miles in size, 
which has quartered within its borders the strangest 
community of sin in America.

N O nation in world history rose 
to the eminence of ancient 
Egypt, held it for so long, and fin- 
ally fell with such complete disin- 
tegration. 

The reason, say Egyptologists, lay 
in the Egyptians’ sex customs, 
which were a curious mixture of 
the most civilized practices of mod- 
ern times and a debased paganism 
that almost passes belief. 

The race that was building pyra- 
mids at a time when the rest of 
the world was dwelling in skin tents 
and the most primitive huts of 
wood and mud believed itself de- 
scended from the gods.

son of the Sun-God Ra. His brothers and sisters were 
also first-generation descendants of the god. 

Out of these beliefs grew incestuous practices which 
surpass in sheer depravity anything of the sort re- 
corded before or since. One of the major reasons for 
Egypt’s decline and fall was inbreeding in the royal 
“god-family” and all down the line as well. 

This persistent inbreeding, as is well-established to- 
day, progressively deteriorates a family until it ul- 
timately becomes both physically and mentaly deca- 
dent — puny in size, less resistant to infection, prone 
to produce more and more stillbirths and monsters, 
infested with haemophilia and insanity, and generally 
feeble-minded if not totally moronic. The sole ex- 
ceptions will be atavists or “throwbacks.” 

The incidence of criminality will increase. Finally, 
if fresh blood is not introduced into the family, ster- 
ility will ensue— Nature’s method of destroying a line 
that persists in transgressing one of Her basic laws. 

Commenting upon the effect of inbreeding in the 
destruction of Egypt, the great Greek philosopher 
Aristotle wrote 2300 years ago: “There is a run in 
families caused by inbreeding which results in that, 
after a few generations, transcendent genius develops 
into madness, while solid parts become stupidity . . 

It was a decadent sexual opportunism that held 
Egypt together long after she was a dissolute, minor 
power. The classic example is Cleopatra, herself an 
undersized but voluptuous wanton, who married her 
younger brother (aged 10) when she was seventeen;

D octor Alfred kinsevs new 
book — “Sexual Behavior in the 
Human Female” — had hardly hit 
the bookstores before American 
psychologists discovered he was sit- 
ting on one of the most alarming 
social bombshells of modern times. 
It was a casual remark, so casual 
that neither he nor the 250,000 
readers who flocked to buy the 
$8.00 volume realized the import- 
ance of what appeared to be just 
a secondary question, but which 
can hold the key to many of our 
more serious sexual problems. 

As if it were a matter of little or 
no consequence, he quite off-hand- 
edly mentioned that there were far 
fewer peeping-toms among women 
than there were among men. 

New York psychologist Dr. Nei- 
bold Danzur, one of the first to 
point out the importance of Kin- 
sey’s remark, has said: “We know 
that the majority of sex crimes and 
perversions originate with, or are 
carried out by the male. Where it 
starts, what is the beginning stim- 
ulus is important if we are to check 
either. And I believe that Dr. Kin- 
sey has the answer in this simple 
statement of fact. I believe that 
peeping-tomism is at the root of 
several, if not all the sex crimes

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and perversions we are fighting to- 
day. If it is not the root, it is cer- 
tainly the starting point.” 

The obsessed peeping-tom — or so 
we call him — is a very strange 
breed of person. Probably no sex- 
ual deviate goes to such trouble 
to fulfill his perverse cravings. This 
is the most disturbing facet of his 
warped personality. He will endure 
driving rains, remain in uncom- 
fortable positions for hours at a 
time, and will even endanger his 
very life for a momentary look at 
the object of his lust — the nude or 
undressing female. 

I N New York City quite recently 
Times Square police arrested a 
would-be peeper twelve stories 
above solid ground. He was teeter- 
ing on an eight-inch ledge, cling- 
ing precariously to a slick marble 
building facade. 

In Arizona, another member of 
this perverse group fell out of a 
second floor window as he tried to 
get into a more advantageous posi- 
tion from which to peer at an un- 
suspecting neighbor’s wife who 
lived across the street. He wound 
up in the hospital with a broken 
shoulder and a fractured kneecap. 
The odd fact about this case was

that the peeper had been pulled in 
by police only two weeks prior to 
the accident when he was caught 
fleeing the scene of a previous spy- 
ing session. On this occasion he 
never would have been caught if he 
had not fractured an ankle while 
climbing a back fence during the 
chase. 

Perhaps the oddest case on rec- 
ord is that of the sixty-year-old 
gentleman from Chicago who was 
caught in a tree in the middle of 
winter. He was taken to the sta- 
tion house where a police doctor 
instructed the jail guards not to 


lodge the elderly fellow in a damp 
cell — seems he had a severe case 
of arthritis. After further checking 
with the man’s family doctor, it 
was learned that he had suffered 
from the ailment for twenty years, 
and that he had probably contract- 
ed it during his nocturnal wander 
ing. The old fellow was almost 
crippled, but he refused to give up 
his perverse pastime. For all the po- 
lice know, he is at it yet, pained 
and tortured, but still watching. 

Some of these cases seem a little 
on the laughable side. And to the

Doorway to DEATH 


F OR years health faddists have been deploring what 
they call the inadequate diets of us common folk. 
They have pointed out that we eat far too much meat, 
too few vegetables, raw foods and fresh fruits. They 
say we boil or bake all the vitamins and minerals out, 
and throw away as garbage waste the best parts of 
those health foods which we do have the sense enough 
to include in our diets. To back up their claims, these 


jokers have called on the scientists to prove to us 
how poorly we manage our daily menus. 

But now, modern science has turned on them and 
has discovered that the health faddists may well be 
eating their way into early graves. And the ironic 
part is: It is modern science which has, at the same 
time, created the means by which a painful death 
may be included in our most health-giving foods. 





Many insects have developed a tolerance to DDT, so science is now 
developing other solutions, all of which are accumulatively poisonous. 



On September 14, 1953, Dr. W. Coda Martin address- 
ed the New York Chapter of the American Academy 
of Nutrition. He told his fellow physicians how he had 
examined the fat tissues of twenty-five of his patients 
chosen at random. In each case, none of the twenty- 
five had ever touched DDT in its free form. Yet Dr. 
Martin shocked the medical world with this report: 
His laboratory analysis showed, that the fat tissue 
of twenty-three of the twenty-five cases examined con- 
tained alarming traces of DDT. 

Dichloro Diphenyl Trichlorothane, or DDT to the 
layman, is one of the most dangerously deadly poisons 
to which humans are exposed. In one. way it is like 
arsenic, in that it is accumulative. That is to say, 
any DDT that enters the human body — however small 
in quantity — is never consumed and thrown off as 
waste. It is taken and stored into the various parts 
and organs of the human anatomy. It remains there 
as long as the body lives. Any new addition of DDT 
is stored along with the already accumulated poison. 

Like arsenic, that storing process continues until 
the body has acquired it in amounts sufficient to 
render it toxic (deadly) to the human organism. There 
are many cases on record of persons who have been 
slowly poisoned to death by the daily introduction 
of arsenic in minute quantities into their diets by 
clever murderers. 

The same is true of DDT, or the chlorinated hydro- 
carbons contained in DDT. In this case, however, ev- 
ery one of us is voluntarily taking the deadly poison

M ODERN society is plagued by frigid women. Fifty 
percent of all wives are unresponsive, say au- 
thorities on marital problems, while three-fourths of 
all divorces are traceable to wifely coldness. 

However, our ignorance on the subject of female 
frigidity is abysmal. Many a doting husband believes 
himself married to a satisfied woman when in fact 
his wife is completely indifferent to his advances. 
Many another realizes acutely that his wife would 
prefer that he not ‘touch her,” and yet he hasn’t the 
faintest idea of how to go about changing the situa- 
tion. 

What is the nature of female frigidity? How can a 
man — preferably in the earlier stages of courtship — 
tell whether a woman is frigid, or likely to become 
so? If he is already married to a frigid woman, what 
can be done toward alleviating the condition for the 
greater happiness of both? 

Fortunately, total frigidity is rare. The desire for 
gratification is a perfectly normal female impulse. It 
becomes weakened or mis-directed only through ill- 
health, physical or mental. 

Consider, for example, the case of Helen C. A tall, 
statuesque brunette, Helen appeared so indifferent to 
men that they actually pursued her enthusiastically, 
believing her indifference a pose. Finally she languid- 
ly consented to marry the most persistent of her 
suitors. 

The unlucky husband quickly learned that her in- 
difference was not feigned, but that it was basic in 
her nature. Insofar as responding in the marital re- 
lationship was concerned, she might as well have been 
a woman of marble. 

A gland specialist was consulted. He discovered the 
cause of Helen’s frigidity. She was suffering from a 
thyroid deficiency which slowed her metabolism and 
left her apathetic to everything in life. Relatively 
simple treatment soon brought about a normalcy she 
had never known before, and with it her frigidity 
vanished. 

Glandular deficiencies and many other ills may pro- 
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M OST frigidity, however, is of 
psychological and not physical 
origin. Here the observant man can 
often detect the purely mental 
symptoms in the early stages of 
courtship. 

Take the case of Norma F. To 
all superficial appearances, Norma 
was a highly desirable young wom- 
an. She was attractive^ dainty in 
her person and attire,* well-edu- 
cated, a good dancer, and she en- 
joyed the company of young men.

In addition, they knew the ex- 
act date of D-Day in Europe many 
months in advance and they had 
access to every secret OSS code 
message sent out of or into the 
country! 

The most amazing fact about 
Russian spies in Washington is 
that in some cases they were de- 
fended, perhaps unwittingly, by the 
highest officials in our Government. 

As long ago as March 7, 1946, J. 
Anthony Pamuch, Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of State in Charge of 
Security, exposed Alger Hiss as a 
possible Communist — but it was 
Panuch rather than Hiss who was 
fired by Dean Acheson. According 
to Panuch, Acheson fired him by 
saying “as you and I don’t see 
eye to eye on various matters, I 
would like your resignation.” 

Secretary of State Marshall took 
Harry Glasser to Moscow with him 
four months after Glasser had 
been named by Senator (now Vice 
President) Nixon as a Red. When 
Glasser finally resigned, Dean 
Acheson wrote him a letter of 
recommendation ! 

Senatorial investigators insist 
that even President Truman wrote 
a glowing letter to another ac- 
cused Communist, Harry Dexter 
White, when White resigned as 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
to become United States Executive 
Director of the International Mone- 
tary Fund. 

In his letter. President Truman 
said, “I am confident that . . . 
you will add distinction to your 
already distinguished career with 
the Treasury.” 

It is almost impossible to tell, 
even now, just how far the Reds 
had wormed their way intb our 
Government, since Elizabeth Bent- 
ley, a former Communist, testified 
that to her knowledge there were 
four Soviet spy rings in Federal 
service and that only two of these 
had been exposed. 

However, official Congressional 
investigators have discovered that, 
in addition to the above. Com- 
munists advised Cabinet members, 
wrote speeches for them, and rep- 
resented them in conferences. They 
were in charge of committees with 
prepared basic and American world 
policy. They traveled to every con- 
tinent as representatives of the 
United States. They attended vir- 


tually every international confer- 
ence where statesmen met to shape 
the future. 

In the days of the Depression, 
when the Government was desper- 
ately trying to bring the country 
back to an even economic keel, 
they were in the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration, the WPA, 
the National Recovery Administra- 
tion, and -other highly important 
departments. During the war they 
joined such agencies as the Board 
of Economic Warfare, the Foreign 
Economic Administration, the OSS, 
and the State and Treasury De- 
partments. Toward the end of the 
war they were operating in the 
foreign policy field. At the end 
of the war they were turning to- 
ward the international agencies. 

Remember the stupid plan to 
destroy all the German industrial 
plants and turn Germany into a 
farm state? Elizabeth Bentley 
stated that this was a Communist 
plot engineered by Harry Dexter 
White. Russia wanted Germany de- 
stroyed so that she could not be 
a barrier between the Soviet Union 
and the free world. Miss Bentley 
also stated that Secretary Morgen- 
thau had been used unknowingly 
by White to promote the plot. 

The Communists in Government 
service used a neat little game to 
help each other get assigned to 
important positions where they 
would be better able to serve their 
masters in the Kremlin. They used 
each other as references on Civil 
Service applications, they promoted 
each other, they transferred each 
other to strategic jobs.

But for the 
good of our country, every loyal 
citizen should hope that this time 
the memories of our politicians 
will be long — sparked by pictures 
of GI’s who were tortured and 
murdered by the Reds in Korea.

found nothing physically wrong 
with him. After a long program of 
psychoanalysis, the reason for 
Carl’s inadequacy was found. He 
believed that he was still infected 
with the polio virus, and could 
contaminate both his wife and any 
child which might result from the 
union. 

“This is a common fear among 
paralytics — the fear of contaminat- 
ing loved ones,” Dr. Varstein ex- 
plained, “and one that is wrong 
in both aspects. Seven days after 
the initial fever has subsided, a 
polio patient can no longer in- 
fect another person with the virus. 
At the same time, there is no evi- 
dence to the effect that polio can 
be inherited. Nor is it congenital, 
passed from one generation to an- 
other during conception or the 
pre-natal stage!” 

When these important medical 
facts were explained to Carl, his 
fears and anxieties subsided. As 
a result, today he and his wife 
have four normal, healthy chil- 
dren. 

So actually, there is no evidence 
on record wherein a paralytic has 
completely lost either his or her 
sexual capabilities as a direct re- 
sult of polio. 

In the case of the male, of 
course, his problem is somewhat 
physically simplified. If he retains 
his potency— and he usually does 
— then with a certain amount of 
adjustment, he can have a per- 
fectly normal life. On the other 
hand, a female paralytic, although 
able to enjoy marital relations and 
reproduce, may have trouble dur- 
ing pregnancy if, let us say, the 
nerves of her pelvis or abdominal 
muscles are paralyzed. However, 
these cases are very rare, and are 
offset by the statistics which show 
that some women have actually 
benefited in childbirth from being 
paralyzed by polio. 

Many normal women have com- 
plicated and painful births because 
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they do not properly contract and 
relax certain abdominal muscles 
during labor and birth. But some 
female paralytics have been known 
to experience almost painless 
births, without anesthesia, because 
these very same muscles were par- 
alyzed and, therefore, unable to 
interfere with a normal birth pro- 
cedure. 

M ANY women have overcome 
physical obstacles which, at 
first sight, have seemed insur- 
mountable. One case in Palmetta, 
Georgia, involved a Mrs. James 
Bentley who was confined to an 
iron lung. When she entered Grady 
Hospital in Atlanta, doctors told 
her that her chances for a normal 
birth were poor, that her only hope 
was in prayer. She gave birth to 
a perfectly normal child — a IVz 
pound girl. Mrs. Bentley left the 
iron lung to have the child, re- 
turned to it immediately after the 
operation, and when last heard 
from was still partially dependent 
upon it. 

The paralytics who have the 
most difficult handicaps to over- 
come are those like Mrs. Bentley 
who are confined to iron lungs. 
But modem science, which has 
saved their lives in the first place, 
has also been instrumental in help- 
ing them adjust to near-normal 
lives. 

In recent ye^rs these people have 
been helped considerably by sev- 
eral discoveries which have en- 
abled them to leave their iron lung 
for periods of time ranging from 
twenty minutes to seven hours a 
day. There is a “junior respirator” 
or mechanically operated bellows 
which allows the patient to re- 
main out of the lung for as long 
as six and seven hours. A special 
rocking chair and bed equipped 
with a series of pressure points 
performs the same function as the 
junior respirator. 

Lately, in Los Angeles County’s 
Rancho Los Amigos, a hospital de- 
voted to post-polio respiratory 
cases, the research doctors have 
perfected what they call “frog 
breathing.” A patient is taught to 
fill his esophagus with air, then 
to force it into his lungs by means 
of a pumping action of cheeks and 
tongue. The forced air is held in 
the lungs for as long as necessary 
by closing the larynx. The process 
continues until the lungs are fill- 
ed. Thirty-five out of 133 patients 
at Los Amigos have learned to frog 
breathe, are now able to stay out 
of their iron lungs for hours at 
a time-^and without mechanical 
9 Ms of any sort. 


O NE of the most inspiring ex- 
amples of what adjustments 
towards a normal sex life can be 
made by paralytics is that of Fred- 
erick Snite, Jr., otherwise known as 
“The Boiler Kid” or “The Iron 
Lung Kid.” 

As of the year 1954, Snite has 
been imprisoned in an iron lung, 
the first of its kind, for eighteen 
years. For the first four years he 
remained entirely dependent upon 
the lung. Since 1940, however, Snite 
has been able to quit the lung for 
varying lengths of time. The last 
count was six to seven hours with 
an assist from a junior respirator. 
And Snite and his wife have three 
children ranging in ages from 
eight to thirteen years. 

Even though a paralytic is con- 
fined to an iron lung during the 
major part of his waking day, it 
does not mean that he must re- 
main in a hospital. Most polio spe- 
cialists and psychologists who have 
worked with polio victims agree 
that under proper conditions, re- 
turning the paralytic to his home 
is more often beneficial to the 
patient than not. If the paralytic’s 
home environment is favorable, 
and if medical and physical ther- 
apy facilities are nearby, most 
polio specialists try to discharge 
their patients to home care as 
soon as possible. 

“More than anything,” Dr. Var- 
stein has said, “a paralytic needs 
a continuous maintaining of good 
morale. I know of no better way 
than his being sent home where 
he can, with certain psychological 
and physical adjustments, enjoy a 
normal sex life. As soon as it is 
medically wise, my patients are 
discharged into the care of their 
families. Those who can be cured 
get well faster. Those who cannot 
completely hope for recovery are 
the better for it mentally and phy- 
sically.” 

Cases of people who have made 
the adjustment are surprisingly 
numerous. Their stories provide 


inspiration and hope to the many 
who have been stricken in the past, 
and to those yet to fall prey to 
this horrible disease. 

Some of the most unique ex- 
amples of paralytics adjusting to 
their problems have occurred on 
the distaff side. Completely par- 
alyzed, Mrs. H. Weber of Johnson 
City, New York, left her iron lung 
just long enough to give birth to 
a bouncing seven-pounder, was 
back in the lung in a matter of 
minutes. 

In Chicago, Illinois, Mrs. Mabel 
Wagner — an infantile paralysis vic- 
tim since she was three — gave birth 
to twin boys when she was twenty- 
one. And Mrs. Elizabeth Warneke, 
30, probably holds the world’s rec- 
ord with triplets. At the time of 
their birth, Mrs. Warneke was still 
undergoing treatment for post- 
polio effects. 

Probably the best example of 
mutual courage is that displayed 
by Ruth and Owen Vandervart. 
They were both stricken with polio 
within a day of each other. Owen 
recovered sufficiently to get around 
in a wheel chair, but Ruth was still 
confined to a respirator. The Van- 
dervarts have three children. 

Dr. Varstein repeatedly said in 
his book: “Paralytics are the most 
determined people I have ever met. 
I do not think there is any group 
of invalids who have succeeded in 
conquering their problems as they 
have. 

“It is a known fact that polio 
does not negatively affect the in- 
telligence of a person afflicted: I 
am almost inclined to say that it 
actually sharpens it. I have never 
met any people as a group who 
try so hard, and succeed so often 
in understanding their sexual prob- 
lems and who, in turn, are able 
to overcome* them.” 

Dr. Varstein also added: “And 
that includes many physically nor- 
mal people I have known.”

The next woman in Jack’s life 
was one Hattie McLay, a New York 
Irish girl. 

“The heartaches which Mary Aus- 
tin and Clara Kerr had caused me, 
led me to forswear colored women 
and to determine that my lot 
henceforth would be cast only with 
white women,” wrote Johnson in 
later years. 

This decision wasn’t precisely the 
quintessence of wisdom as later 
developments were to prove. In fact, 
it opened the floodgates of abuse on 
Johnson for the next ten years. 

Hattie, said Jack, “was a splendid 
pal.” An astute business woman, 
she accompanied Johnson to Eur- 
ope, the trip having been financed 
by Hattie’s father. She was with 
Jack when he wrested the heavy- 
weight title from Tommy Burns at 
Sydney, Australia. 

Their companionship was ended 
in Chicago because of her constant 
beer drinking, acording to Jack. 

A NOTHER gal attracted John- 
son’s attention. She was Belle 
Schreiber, of Milwaukee. She ac- 
companied him to San Francisco 
when he signed to fight Stanley 
Ketchel. 

Johnson kayoed Ketchel at Col- 
ma, Calif., and Belle and Jack re- 
turned to New York. Shortly after- 
wards, they came to the parting of 
the ways. Another romance had 
come to and end. 

While playing the theatres in 
1909, Johnson met Eta Duryea, a 
Brooklyn girl of French-American 
extraction. They were married in 
Pittsburgh. She also accompanied 
Jack on a trip to Europe. 

After Johnson knocked out Jim 
Jeffries in TO, he opened a cabaret 
in Chicago. Things looked rosy and 
Jack was convinced that he had at 
last found a love that would last. 
Then Etta committed suicide. John- 
son closed the cabaret. For once, he 
lost all interest in boxing. The 
tragic event had numbed him. 

A few months later, Lucille Cam- 
eron, a Minnesota girl, offered to 
straighten put Johnson’s books in 
the capacity of business secretary. 

“Our association was devoid of 
undue intimacy,” said Jack. 

However, ugly rumors were cir- 
culated. A newspaper reporter came 
to Johnson’s home and demanded 
to see Miss Cameron. 


“I told him she did not make her 
home with me and directed him to 
Jack Curley, the boxing and wrest- 
ling impresario, where she was liv- 
ing,” explained Johnson. 

Instead of seeing Curley, the re- 
porter wired Lucille’s mother in 
Minnesota, declaring that the girl 
was living with Jack. The mother 
arrived in Chicago and denounced 
Johnson. He was arrested on a 
charge of abduction but was re- 
leased on lack of evidence. 

T HE search for a “white hope” to 
dethrone Johnson not having 
been successful, unfair persons took 
advantage of Johnson’s predica- 
ment to launch ‘a campaign of 
abuse against the Galveston Giant. 
Piqued because Johnson was cham- 
pion, these characters made strong 
efforts to brand him as an unde- 
sirable person in order to relegate 
him to obscurity. 

In the meantime, Lucille had es- 
caped from the surveillance of her 
mother and begged Jack to marry 
her, declaring that she had been 
ruined in the sight of the world. 

Jack married Lucille. Shortly af- 
terwards, he was arrested on a 
charge that he had violated the 
Mann Act. Belle Schreiber was 
found and set up as the accusing 
witness. 

Johnson was sentenced to a year 
and a day in the penitentiary and 
fined $1,000. Jack regarded the 
whole business as a frameup, and, 
like Turpin in later years, was also 
visibly depressed by the turn of 
events that had involved him in the 
toils of the law. He appealed the 
case, but took flight, and was be- 
yond the reach of federal officials 
when the decision was upheld. 

Johnson made his escape to Tor- 
onto, Canada, where he met his 
wife, Lucille, who had arrived in 
the Dominion by another train. 
This was the first step into an exile 
that extended until he surrendered 
to the federal authorities in 1920 
and served eight months at Leaven- 
worth prison. 

In 1915, when Johnson met Jess 
Willard at Havana for the heavy- 
weight title, he was jeered and 
taunted from all sides of the ring. 
Jack was knocked out in what he 
called “a heart-breaking experi- 
ence.” 

While serving his prison term, 


Johnson was heartened by visits 
from Lucille, but, several months 
after he was released, she divorced 
him. 

In August, 1925, Jack was mar- 
ried to Mrs. Irene Pineau, an at- 
tractive divorcee. That union proved 
the happiest of all of his matri- 
monial ventures. It lasted until he 
was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent while traveling from Raleigh, 
N.C., to New York City to attend 
the Louis-Conn heavyweight title 
bout in 1946. 

N ORMAN SELBY of Indiana, bet- 
ter known to millions of boxing 
fans as Kid McCoy, was a ladies 
man in the grand manner at the 
turn of the century and shortly 
afterwards. 

After winning the welterweight 
title from Tommy Ryan, McCoy 
outgrew that division and cam- 
paigned as a middleweight, often 
taking on light heavyweights and 
heavyweights. He knocked out Peter 
Maher, the Irish heavyweight 
champion, and outpointed Gus 
Ruhlin, the Akron Giant, but found 
Tom Sharkey a bit too heavy and 
too hard a hitter. 

One of the more unusual feats of 
McCoy’s career occurred in London, 
December 2, 1901, when he knocked 
out Dave Barry, Jack Scales and 
Jack Madden in the same ring. He 
floored the three adversaries in a 
total of only seven rounds! 

After he hung up his gloves, the 
Kid enjoyed considerable success 
in the silent motion pictures of 
Hollywood. 

He became, however, more cele- 
brated for his marriages and amor- 
ous interludes than as a boxer and 
actor. 

Here is a run-down on McCoy’s 
marital partners: 

First wife, Maude Detty; second 
wife, Charlotte Smith; third wife, 
Mrs. Julia Woodruff Crosselman, 
who the Kid married three times; 
fourth Wife, Indianola Arnold; fifth 
wife, Mrs. Estelle Ellis; sixth wife, 
Mrs. Edna Valentine Hein; seventh 
wife, Dagmar Dahlgren; eighth 
wife. Miss Sue Cowley, who was 
widowed when he committed suicide 
in April, 1940, in Detroit, Mich. 

Incidentally, McCoy was convict- 
ed and sentenced in 1912 for the 
murder of Mrs. Therese Mora, di- 
vorced wife of a California art 
dealer. Bald and drawn looking, the 
one-time Casanova was paroled in 
1932. 

S TILL freshly remembered are the 
items in the gossip columns 
which puffed up stories of a ro- 
mance between Marcel Cerdan, the 
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French middleweight champ, and 
Edith Piaf, the Parisian night club 
singer. Mrs. Cerdan, the mother of 
his three lovely children, was not 
amused and was not convinced that 
the linking of the name of Piaf 
with Marcel was just “publeecetee.” 
Cerdan’s death in a ’plane accident 
ended the gossip, although an ap- 
parently heart-broken Mile. Piaf 
burned a candle in church for the 
French pugilist. 

Stanley Ketchel, regarded as the 
greatest middleweight of them all, 
found that romance, like the paths 
of ' glory, led but to the grave. 
Ketchel, nursing an injured hand, 
was the guest of a farmer friend 
at Conway, Mo., in 1910. The house- 
maid was Goldie, a former girl 
friend. 

Unfortunately for Ketchel, a farm 
hand named Walter Dipley was 
enamored of Goldie and resented 
Stanley’s attentions to her. While 
eating breakfast in the kitchen of 
the farmhouse, Ketchel was shot 
through the back and killed by the 
insanely jealous Dipley. 

Harry Greb was another pugilist 
who mixed boxing with romance in 
his typically light-hearted man- 
ner. 


John L. Sullivan caused many 
lifted eyebrows with Ann Living- 
ston, a busty, 145-pound burlesque 
queen. Although she was married 
and he had a wife in Boston, the 
roistering couple went on many a 
champagne and bourbon spin that 
lasted for several years. She lived 
with him, followed him to England 
and, dressed as a boy, witnessed 
some of his bare-knuckle battles. 

There have been many other pugs 
who were more successful in the 
ring than when they took on ro- 
mance, too. Some fighters will tell 
you that it is difficult to find a girl 
who will stay patiently at home and 
away from the training camp for 
what often are protracted periods 
of time. Dissension follows and the 
marriage is put in jeopardy. 

Other boxers seem attracted to 
the “glamor” types which they meet 
in night clubs or on theatrical tours. 
These gals often do not care to 
take up home work while hubby 
basks in the spotlight. In a few 
rare instances, however, such as 
Gene Tunney’s marriage and Rocky 
Marciano’s, have pugs become mat- 
rimonial champs.

Findings like these have led in- 
creasingly to the treatment of sex- 
ually subnormal patients by the 
administration of pituitary, adrenal, 
and sex hormones. These include 
ACTH, ACE, cortisone, the female 
sex hormone, estrongen, and the 
male sex hormone, testosterone. 

T HE one big trouble with alcohol 
as a re ju Venator lies in the ten- 
dency of the user to become a 
chronic addict. Actually even con- 
firmed alcoholics are often in bet- 
ter health than non-drinkers, as 
studies of thousands of New York 
Bowery derelicts show. 

Alcoholics seldom suffer from the 
debilitating and frequently fatal 
diseases, angina pectoris (heart 
failure), and arteriosclerosis (hard- 
ening of the arteries) . In the 
former, alcohol relaxes constricted 
coronary arteries and permits them 
to expand, thus allowing an in- 
creased flow of blood to the heart 
and halting the agonizing constric- 
tions that are typical of this dis- 
ease. In the latter, alcohol prevents 
the formation of a fatty deposit 
known as cholesterol on the linings 
of the arteries, which in time causes 
them to harden and lose their resi- 
lience and blood-carrying capacity. 

At Columbia University, Dr. T. P. 
Eberhard took four groups of ani- 
mals and fed them for 160 days as 
follows : 

Group one. Adequate diet, plus 
water. 

Group two. Adequate diet, plus 
alcohol instead of water. 

Group three. Cholesterol-rich diet 
plus water. 

Group four. Cholesterol-rich diet

plus alcohol. 

At the end of the 160 days all 
the animals were destroyed and 
autopsies were performed. It was 
found that the normally fed ani- 
mals receiving only water remained 
healthy and when alcohol was sub- 
stituted for water no deterioration 
occurred. However, when cholesterol 
was added, the animals that drank 
only water developed hardening of 
the arteries while those that were 
given alcohol retained normal cir- 
culation. 

This bears out the frequent find- 
ings that chronic alcoholics are 
often “twenty years younger physi- 
cally” than non-drinkers. They are 
less tense both physically and 
mentally, and an outstanding psy- 
chiatric fact is that few alcoholics 
— either chronic, periodic, or merely 
“heavy drinkers” — go insane. 

Alcohol is, ' “a very serviceable 
psychic anesthetic,” according to 
famed Dr^Karl A. Menninger in his 
book. The Human Mind. Many au- 
thorities believe that, used judi- 
ciously, it is of value in easing fears 
of sexual inadequacy, psychic im- 
potence, and even psychic sterility. 
However, as Menninger also warns, 
its very ability to ease “unconscious 
struggles” often leads to psycho- 
pathic addiction. 

Another little-known fact about 
alcohol is that it does not injure 
the body in any way, even if ab- 
sorbed in large quantities for years. 
It does not cause obesity, high 
blood-pressure, enlargement of the 
heart, kidney malfunctionings, 
polyneuritis, cirrhosis of the liver, 
and the manifold other ills at 1 
tributed to it. The above-mentioned 
animal experiments plus countless 
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autopsies on alcoholics prove this 
beyond doubt. 

D ELIRIUM tremens, blotched 
skin, and other ills of the con- 
firmed alcoholic have now been 
traced to malnutrition and nothing 
else. The heavy drinker who is care- 
ful to eat and adequate, balanced 
diet is no more likely to suffer from 
these ills than the well-nourished 
non-drinker. 

Alcohol is, of course, a food, 
chemically resembling sugar and 
starch. It is, however, an inadequate 
food since it lacks essential pro- 
teins, minerals, and vitamins. That 
is why the person who lives on 
drink develops malnutrition and its 
manifold ill-effects. 

Alcohol cannot be stored in the 
body but is passed off in the urine 
and breath and burned in the liver. 
The latter process, which releases 
its energy, takes place at a fixed 
rate of about an ounce every three 
hours. You could drink alcohol at 
the rate of an ounce every three 
hours all your life and never get 
drunk nor experience a hangover. 
It is the excess in the bloodstream 
over the rate of metabolism that 
causes drunkenness and hangover. 

Intoxication occurs when the con- 
centration of alcohol in the blood- 
stream reaches from .1 percent to 
.2 percent, depending on the in- 
dividual. Unconsciousness occurs 
when a concentration of about .4 
percent is reached, and death at 
less than .7 percent. This is true 
whether it is your first experience 
with alcohol or your thousandth. 
The system does not build up a 
tolerance for alcohol as it does for 
morphine, for example. 

A LCOHOL is also an anesthetic 
like chloroform and ether. It 


is carried by the bloodstream to the 
brain, where it inhibits the ability 
of the cells to utilize oxygen, and 
consequently brings out oxygen 
starvation or anoxemia. Unlike 
narcotics such as morphine, an- 
esthetics have their most pro- 
nounced effect on the cortex or up- 
per-outer layers of the brain which 
control thinking and are the seat 
of various inhibitions. This is why 
the drinker gets “silly,” loses his 
worries and forgets his fears while 
drunk. 

The narcotic addict behaves quite 
differently. In his case, the drug 
inhibits the respiratory controls of 
the brain first, bringing on a state 
of physical suspension while think- 
ing processes remain unimpeded 
and may even appear to be inten- 
sified. 

Hangover has nothing to do with 
malnutrition. It occurs in the well- 
nourished individual just as much 
as in the half-starved rum-dum. 
There is no effective treatment for 
hangover except fresh air and food, 
particularly carbohydrates. The 
former helps overcome the anox- 
emia (lack of oxygen) and the lat- 
ter helps restore the depleted sugar 
content of the blood. A “pick-me- 
up” drink and a sedative may al- 
leviate symptoms by numbing them, 
but they do not hasten recovery. 

From these facts, it is apparent 
that alcohol has definite virtues as 
a general and also psycho-sexual 
rejuvenator. It is probably of little 
benefit to persons whose endocrine 
systems function properly, who are 
otherwise in good physical health, 
and who are of serene mind. It is, 
therefore, a medicine and to be 
used as such, and never to excess 
as a soul-destroying anesthetic.

are many, ranging from our 
frenetic pace of living through psy- 
chic tensions to unnatural dietary 
and health measures. The tremen- 
dous increase in smoking alone is 
cited by many authorities as a 
major cause. 

Heart ills now kill more than 
sixty Americans an hour, more than 
2000 a day, around 800,000 a year. 
They account for more than half 
our total death rate! 

There are, of course, many types 
of heart trouble. Coronary ills are 
those associated with the corona 
or “crown” of arteries leading from 
the great aorta to the heart itself 
and supplying it with blood. About 
fifty percent of all heart ills are 
of coronary nature. 

In the past decade alone, cor- 
onary deaths have more than 
doubled. 

Symptoms of coronary trouble 
include the terrific pains of angina 
pectoris , a feeling of suffocation and 
being unable to breathe, inability 
to take even moderate exercise 
without severe distress, and — in 
severe cases — complete incapacity. 
The average life expectancy of a 
coronary victim has been no more 
than from four to five years from 
the time the first symptoms were 
noted. 

Coronary operations often have 
the objective of increasing the sup- 
ply of the blood to the heart by 
occluding or shutting off certain 
arteries with the result that the 
flow in others fed from the same 
larger artery is increased. About 
two-fifths of the patients under- 
going coronary occlusion and who 
survive the operation recover their 
heart functions completely, accord- 
ing to Drs. Thompson and Plachta. 
Many of the remainder, however, 
develop increasingly severe angina, 
and ultimately become “coronary 
cripples.” 

Whether or not -they had under- 
gone previous coronary surgery, all 
the patients treated by the new 
method were extreme coronary 
cripples, doomed on the average to 
die within a very short time. 

Now let us examine the operation 
itself and what it is intended to 
accomplish. 

For purposes of protection from 


blows and other injury, the heart 
is enclosed in a sac known as the 
pericardium, which completely sur- 
rounds the heart and in fact the 
roots of the blood vessels leading 
to it. The pericardium consists of 
two layers, the outer layer consist- 
ing of tough fibrous cells and the 
inner being a double sac filled with 
a serous (watery) , friction-resistant 
fluid. Inside the double sac and 
closely adhering to it is the heart 
itself. 

The heart has considerable free- 
dom of motion inside the inner sac, 
which serves the purpose of an 
elastic cushion, much like an air 
cushion except that it contains 
fluid. 

As previously noted, many cor- 
onary ills including angina are 
primarily due to the inability of 
the arteries to supply the heart 
with sufficient blood. Such a con- 
dition is known as ischimia, a local 
anemia or deficiency in the blood 
circulation. Ischimia may, of course, 
occur in any organ. It is not limited 
to the heart, and anemia may have 
causes other than those of a cir- 
culatory nature. 

In the Thompson-Plachta opera- 
tion, no attempt is made to operate 
upon the coronary arteries directly. 
Instead, a condition of irritation is 
deliberately set up which goads the 
area to create new blood vessels, in 
addition to stimulating those al- 
ready present but functioning poor- 
ly. 

T HE operation itself is known by 
the formidable name of cardio- 
pericardiopexy . The word cardio de- 
rives from the Greek word for heart 
and peri from the Greek for “sur- 
rounding” or “enclosing.” It may 
seem odd that cardio is repeated 
twice in a single word, but the rea- 
son is obvious when it is realized 
that the operation affects both the 
cardiac region and the heart itself. 
There is more sense behind some of 
these formidable terms than the 
average layman realizes. 

In this operation, some of the 
cartilage on the chest above the 
heart is removed. Then the peri- 
cardium is opened and made sterile, 
powdered magnesium silicate is 
widely spread about between the 
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I T’S just like magic the way you can make money in your full time or spare time, with this sample case 
containing more than 1 50 actual fabrics for fine quality, low-priced made-to-measure suits.

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inner wall of the pericardium and 
the myocardium or outside wall of 
the heart itself ( myo coming from 
the Greek for muscle; the heart 
being composed of muscle tissue). 
The severed tissues are then re- 
joined. 

As is clear, this is not a difficult 
operation. The insertion of drains, 
for example, is not required. On a 
slightly diseased heart the mortal- 
ity rate should be very low. 

Now let’s see what happens after 
the powdered magnesium silicate is 
spread between the heart and its 
enclosing sac. 

Powdered magnesium silicate is, 
of course, talc, although it is far 
from being the talcum powder with 
which fair ladies remove the shine 
from their faces. This variety, rub- 
bing between the opposing sur- 
faces, sets up an irritation which 
has the following results: 

There is temporary, acute inflam- 
mation of a large cardiac and ad- 
joining area, including even the 
esophagus and lungs. Anastomoses 
or expansion of many blood vessels 
takes place, and the flow of blood 
throughout the area is greatly in- 
creased. New blood vessels begin to 
form between the pericardium and 
myocardium and on the surface of 
the heart itself. 

As the acute inflammation sub- 
sides, the continuing presence of 
the talc results in the formation 
of granuloma or a roughened gran- 
ular surface on the myocardium 
which is very long-lasting and in- 
sures continuation of stimulating 
blood-vessel growth. This slight 
granulation appears to have no 
adverse effects and does not result 
in the formation of scar tissue, 
which of course would completely 
inhibit the flow of blood where it 
was present. 

There is some adhesion of the 
pericardium to the myocardium, but 
this 'is not sufficient to cause harm- 
ful constriction. 

N OW note the benefits: The dis- 
eased heart itself attempts to 
produce new openings and joinings 
of blood vessels in order to increase 
its blood supply. The talc steps up 
this effort to the point that the 
rate of occlusion of closing of dis- 
eased blood vessels is compensated 
by the new blood vessels that are 
produced. Instead of the ischemic 
or blood-deficient condition which 
caused the painful heart symptoms, 
a hyperemic or blood-superabun- 
dance is produced. 

This, in brief, is the principle of 
the new operation-. Now let us study 
in more detail the results already 
achieved. 

As already mentioned, Drs. 


Thompson and Plachta have been 
performing cardiopericardiopexys 
for more than thirteen and one- 
half years. The patients included 
in the present report numbered 
fifty-seven (no patient operated on 
less than one year prior to prepara- 
tion of the AM. A. Journal report 
was included in the summaries) . 

Of the fifty-seven patients, 
thirty-seven noted angina as the 
initial symptom, thirteen noted 
coronary occlusion or the stoppage 
or closing of heart blood-vessels, 
seven hypertension of the coronary 
vessels, and three failure of the 
blood supply due to congestion. 

Their average age kt the time of 
operation was fifty-one. Men. out- 
numbered women thirty-seven to 
thirteen (another striking indica- 
tion of the impact of heart disease 
upon the male population as com- 
pared with the female) . The young- 
est patient was thirty-five, the old- 
est sixty-four. 

Seven of the patients died during 
or shortly after the operation. Of 
the remaining fifty, thirty-three 
were still alive at the time the re- 
port was prepared. 

I T is highly significant that, of 
the seventeen patients in whom 
the operation was successful but 
who subsequently died, all had been 
afflicted with coronary trouble for 
a much longer period than had the 
ithirty-'three who are still living. 
For the former, the average period 
of affliction had been four and one- 
half years. For the latter, still- 
living group, the average was only 
two and three-quarters years. This 
obviously indicates that if the oper- 
ation is performed early, the 
chances of complete recovery from 
the heart condition will be greatly 
enhanced. 

Yet, among the seventeen who 
died following successful operations, 
the average extension of life 
achieved was five years! “We do 
not believe these patients would 
have survived this length of time 
without the operation,” Drs. 
Thompson and Plachta note flatly. 

The condition of almost all the 
patients improved greatly following 
the operation. Improvement was 
judged by measuring the decrease 
in anginal pains, increase in the 
ability to engage in exercise with- 
out distressing symptoms, increase 
in the ability to care of one’s-self, 
and restoration of the ability to 
return to gainful employment. 

Of the patients who survived the 
operation, only five, or ten percent, 
failed to show a fifty percent im- 
provement in their condition. All 
the others reported improvement 



greater than fifty percent, while 
forty percent of the total group 
were more than seventy-five per- 
cent improved. In this latter group 
some showed no evidence of symp- 
toms of any sort. 

Bearing in mind that all these 
patients were gravely ill, beyond 
help by other means, totally in- 
capacitated and doomed to early 
death, the overall results have been 
•more than spectacular. The state- 
ment by the pioneering team that 
“. . . this operation has produced 
very satisfactory results, which we 
could not duplicate with other

It is too early to prophesy sweep- 
ingly regarding the future of car- 
diopericardiopexy as a cure for 
heart ills, but already there is 
speculation that it may be employed 
to advantage in diseases of the 
coronary arteries, rheumatic fever, 
and hypertension. 

The importance of this is obvious 
from the fact that vascular or 
“vessel” ills are responsible for 
three out of every four heart-cir- 
culatory deaths.

It is also 
the choicest morsel in the diet of 
a variety of garden pests. Hence 
the necessity of protecting the plant 
by whatever means available to the 
farmer. The most successful pest 
killer to date has been insecticides 
which include DDT in varying pro- 
portions — 5% is the most widely 
used mixture, but some up to 10% 
and 12% have been tried.

All but the ends are taken 
into the human digestive system.

The major edible portion is the 
skin— the very part of the plant 
that is exposed to periodical spray- 
ings of DDT. 

All the way down the line there 
is hardly a vegetable or fruit that 
is grown above ground which is not 
sprayed by DDT on several occa- 
sions during its development into 
a marketable product. Washing the 
health food will remove only a small 
amount of DDT. The rest we con- 
sume. 

Dr. Martin has taken his dis- 
covery to Dr. Weyland J. Hayes, 
Chief Toxologist of the U.S. Public 
Health Service, and Dr. Bernard 
Davidow of the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration. These three emi- 
nent medicos have agreed on thte 
following points: 

1. Insecticide chemicals such as 
the chlorinated hydro-carbons con- 
tained in DDT are poisonous. 

2. Foods sprayed with them,

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namely vegetables and fruits, re- 
tain a residue of varying amounts. 

3. These deadly residues are 
taken into the human body during 
the consumption of these health 
foods, are absorbed and stored in 
many vital organs and the nervous 
system. 

The effects of chronic or accum- 
ulative poisoning are devastating 
to the human body and its organs. 
The most severely damaged vital 
organ is the liver. A sort of de- 
generative chain reaction is set up 
once this organ takes on even a 
minute quantity of DDT. Its func- 
tioning processes are noticeably 
slowed down as it tries to combat 
the intruder. As a result it does 
not perform properly, thus making 
other organs of the body weaker 
and less able to combat the in- 
trusion of further amounts of DDT. 

Since the body is never able to 
destroy the DDT, the battle is con- 
tinuous. As each new amount of 
the deadly chemical invades the 
body, the DDT is reinforced while 
the organs themselyes become 
weaker and less efficient in com- 
pensating for the imbalance set up 
by the original introduction of DDT. 
And so it goes — a never-ending 
battle. 

T HE nervous system, too, is an- 
other primary target of DDT. 
In fact, its most disturbing effects 
are here. As in the case of the vital 
organs, the nervous system actually 
goes through a series of morpho- 
logical, or structural, changes when 
invaded by DDT. As a result the 
brain is attacked, sometimes caus- 
ing paralysis or insanity. 

In view of all this startling evi- 
dence, Dr. Martin asks the logical 
question: “What will happen to the 
entire population in ten to fifteen 
years from now?” 

It’s a good and frightening ques- 
tion. Dr. Martin’s tests show that 
the fat tissue in his patients con- 
tained varying amounts of one to 
twelve parts of DDT to a million 
parts of fat tissue. This may appear 
an awfully low proportion and no 
cause for alarm. On the contrary, 
however, it is frightening. Although 
not considered deadly at this level, 
these small amounts are already 
causing some damage and are grow- 
ing in quantity every day. In ten 
or fifteen years, as Dr. Martin sug- 
gests, the effect may well be deadly. 

Today, in our agriculture alone, 
we use 250,000,000 pounds of DDT 
every year. The amount is increas- 
ing. By 1958 it is estimated that 
farmers will be spraying close to 
500,000,000 pounds of the deadly

substance on their crops. 

Because many insects and pests 
have acquired a tolerance to DDT, 
modern science has been looking 
around for adequate substitutes. 
Several have been found and are 
already being used by the nation's 
farmers. The most popular is or- 
ganic phosphorous. But here again 
we have another cumulative poison 
that would only take over where 
DDT left off. 

To date, the world of agricultural 
science has taken a strange attitude 
towards the facts presented by Dr. 
Martin. Although not actually 
denying the evidence, it has chosen 
to ignore it. In view of this in- 
difference, Dr. Martin has pleaded: 
“It is essential that further studies 
be made of the chronic toxic effects 
on the human (by DDT) in order 
to protect the future health of the 
nation.” 

Even the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture acknowledges the im- 
portance of practicing some caution 
during the preparation of health 
foods. For instance, they are re- 
peatedly warning the nation’s 
housewives to wash all vegetables 
and fruits before eating. But as we 
said before, this alone will not re- 
move the hazardous residue. 

I T is ironic to note that some of 
the most important health fads 
— backed up by scientific fact — are 
also those which cause us to take 
DDT into our systems. An example 
is the changing attitude on the 
lowly cucumber skin.

can, in the final analysis, contribute 
heavily towards the early death of 
many of us who succumb to this 
kind of diet propaganda. 

Many insects which have become 
immune to DDT consume it and are 
later eaten by hungry lake fish. 
DDT sprayed at the shores of lakes 
for the purposes of mosquito con- 
trol eventually finds its way into 
the bodies of neighboring fish. 
These fish — another favorite of the 
health faddists — are consumed by 
humans and still another supply of 
DDT creeps unknown into the body 
to destroy vital organs and the 
nervous system. 

Dr. Martin closed his address to 
the Academy of Nutrition by say- 
ing: “My opinion is that even a 
little poison on our food is too 
much, especially when the poison is 
accumulative — when the body re- 
tains and stores it. Food free of 
these chemicals can be grown and 
is available but not in sufficient 
quantity for all. Why not?” 

The answer is one of simple eco- 
nomics. For years mankind has 
grown health foods without any 
assistance from pest killers. But 
never before has he had to do so in 
such large quantities. So that huge 
crops can be harvested each year, 
a quick efficient way had to be 
found to control the garden variety 
of pests and insects. DDT and sim- 
ilar chemicals deadly to humans 
were the answer. 

But in the meantime, these same 
assistants to the nation’s farmers 
may well be condemning us to slow 
but sure death. As long as these 
poisons are being sprayed on the 
many health foods in our diets, 
there is every possibility in the 
world that we are digging our own 
graves with our teeth. 

If Dr. Martin is correct — and we 
think he is — again we ask: “What 
will happen to the entire popula- 
tion in ten to fifteen years from 
now?”

married another younger brother 
after the first’s death; seduced the 
balding Roman conqueror Julius 
Caesar and became his mistress; 
poisoned her brother-king after 
Caesar’s assassination; became the 
mistress of the Roman triumvir 
Marc Antony; attempted to seduce 
another conqueror, Octavianus, af- 
ter Antony’s downfall and suicide; 
and finally, following her failure 
in this attempt, committed suicide 
by her own hand in time-honored 
Egyptian royal custom by taking 
poison (not by allowing herself to 
be bitten by an asp, as is generally 
supposed) . 

This entire career, which was 
marked by far more liaisons and 
sheer non-political sex indulgence 
than can be mentioned here, was 
also studded with many acts of 
cold-blooded treachery. Cleopatra 
was by no means the romantic 
figure she is painted. Instead, she 
was completely depraved sexually in 
the tradition of her family — the 
demi-god Ptolemies — and she used 
sex unscrupulously as a means to 
gain her ends. Under our standards 
she should be considered a royal 
prostitute-doublecrosser. 

The moral degeneracy during the 
later centuries of ancient Egypt is 
well-indicated by George Rawlin- 
son in his History of Ancient Egypt 
when he notes that intrigue and 
conspiracy were widespread, “. . . 
the highest officials combining with 
the women ... to seek the life of 
the king, or reduce him to an im- 
becile condition, by magical arts, 
enchantments, and all sorts of vil- 
lainy . . 

Slowly but surely, sexual license 
permeated the entire Egyptian so- 


cial structure and destroyed the 
nation. 

E GYPT is unquestionably the old- 
est of the world’s civilizations. 
Her historical legends go back 10,- 
000 years, and she was building 
pyramids 6,000 years ago. Her ac- 
complishments were so great in 
those early days that many modern 
scholars have speculated that the 
Egyptians were originally survivors 
of the destruction of Atlantis, while 
the theory of a “lost wisdom of the 
ancient Egyptians” is also common. 

Amazingly enough, she was at the 
height of her moral virtue and her 
achievements in all the arts and 
sciences at the very start — a com- 
plete reversal of usual history. 
Monogamy was the universal rule, 
incest was unknown. Some of the 
earliest writings testify to the re- 
spect in which husbands should 
hold their wives; the Instructions 
of Ptah-hotep (4,000 B. C.) says, 
for example: 

“If thou wouldst be wise, provide 
for thine house, and love thy wife 
that is in thine arms. Fill her 
stomach, clothe her back; oil is the 
remedy for her limbs . . . Give to 
her that for which she sighteth and 
that toward which her eye looketh; 
so shall thou keep her in thy 
house . . 

There were also strict instructions 
against harlotry: 

“Beware of the woman from out- 
side, who is not known in her city 
. . . (also) . . . the woman who, when 
her husband is away, says to you 
daily, ‘I am pretty,’ when there is 
no one by ... it is a sin deserving 
death to listen to her . . .” 


Also, on the care of the aged 
mother : 

“Double the bread which you give 
your mother . . . Support her as she 
has supported you . . 

In other aspects, too, the very 
ancient Egyptians were a superior 
people. They were extraordinarily 
cleanly, the first race to introduce 
male circumcision, as noted in the 
Ebers Papyrus. Their feminine puri- 
fication rites were not marked by 
isolation or other evidence of loath- 
ing. Before betaking to the bed- 
chamber, husbands and wives bath- 
ed thoroughly, anointed their bodies 
with scented oils, and rinsed their 
mouths. They bathed at least twice 
daily, wore frequent changes of 
clean linen, and fumigated their 
homes to eliminate unpleasant 
odors. Even in the decadent days 
of Herodotus they looked after their 
health “with emetics and purga- 
tives, and cleansed themselves out 
for three days running, once a 
month . . 

Egypt produced the first great 
physician of record — Sar-sa, who 
was later deified. In surgery she in- 
troduced trepanning of the skull, 
amputations, appendectomies, and 
many other difficult operations. Her 
surgeons understood the function of 
the heart and circulation of the 
blood thousands of years before 
Harvey. 

(At a later date, Egypt also in- 
troduced widespread abortions and 
use of contraceptives, administered 
by doctors who had now become a 
semi-priesthood who belonged to 
the “House of Life.” Here is another 
evidence of moral and ethical de- 
generation.) 

The Egyptians invented embalm- 
ing, and had embalming methods 
superior to those of today. Early 
embalming was simple, but later 
it became complex, and was in the 
control of a priest-cult who belong- 
ed to the “House of the Dead.” The 
decadent embalmers robbed corpses 
of their jewelry as a matter *of 
course, while other priests who' 
openly called themselves the “So- 
ciety of Thieves” robbed the tombs. 

Horrible to relate, the decadent 
embalmers often violated the bodies 
of deceased women, according to 
the Roman historian Herodotus. “As 
to ladies of quality,” Herodotus 
writes, “when they are dead, they 
are not immediately sent to the 
embalmers, any more than such as 
are beautiful or highly distinguish- 
ed; these are reserved for three or 
four days after death. They take 
this precaution lest the embalmers 
might pollute the bodies confided to 
their care . . 

Nevertheless. embalming was 
originally a highly desirable sani-

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tary measure as practiced by the 
Egyptians. It was necessary because 
little wood was available for crema- 
tion, the Nile rose each year and 
washed out bodies buried in the 
lowlands, while bodies left in se- 
pulchres on high ground swiftly 
putrefied in the great heat and 
presented a grave health problem. 
No less than half a billion bodies 
were embalmed in Egypt prior to 
the nation’s fall. 

The Egyptians were also first to 
practice irrigation, survey the land, 
keep accurate time, keep a calendar 
of 365 days, and study astronomy. 
It has even been speculated that 
they possessed precision power- 
machinery; some of the stones in 
the Great Pyramid of Gizeh weigh 
up to 1200 tons and are cut to an 
accuracy of 1 -200th of an inch. 
Contrary to some “authorities,” 
marks on these stones show they 
were hoisted by machinery, and 
engineers have speculated that only 
power-saws with diamond or ruby 
teeth could have cut them with 
such accuracy. This mystery alone 
has given rise to the belief that 


the Egyptians once possessed 
knowledge and skills they later lost. 

A NCIENT Egypt was the earliest 
and in many ways the greatest 
of all civilizations. How was the 
sex responsible for her downfall? 

The answer lay in her religion — 
and to an extent in its abuse. 
Originally the Egyptians were sun- 
worshippers, as previously noted. 
Predominantly an agricultural peo- 
ple, each man owned his own land. 
With increasing population, great 
cities sprang up, and the demand 
for all land became acute. 

It was perhaps inevitable that the 
possession of land should come 
more and more into the hands of a 
few, and the actual workers of the 
soil become serfs. However, another 
factor now entered the picture; 
hereditary title to both land and 
slaves became important. 

The practical. Egyptians decided 
very early that title to land should 
descend through the mother and 
not the father. This — to put it 
cynically— was to ensure that at 
least one proven parent would be 
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assured of transmitting property. 
And, with woman’s new importance, 
female goddesses came into exist- 
ence, such as Isis, the best-known. 

The female goddesses were im- 
bued with reproductive character- 
istics; for example Nekhebt — a 
vulture-mother-goddess — had ‘long 
feathers and hanging paps.” Her 
symbols of power were her “crown, 
sceptre, stick, and pectoral (orna- 
mental breast-plate ) 

In the reign of Binothris, the 
right of royalty descent through the 
queen was recognized. 

With the principle of uterine de- 
scent firmly established, and many 
female goddesses coming into exist- 
ence, it was felt that the male — 
still the nominal head of the house- 
hold-should have greater dignity. 
The first step was the creation of 
the demi-god Amon-Ra, who in the 
guise of the wife’s husband gave 
her child semi-divinity. 

It was not long before all Egyp- 
tians of both sexes considered 
themselves semi-divine, with godly 
privileges. Gradually, however, the 
ownership of all property came into 
the hands of' the reigning king or 
pharaoh, and he reserved divinity 
to himself and his family, including 
his brothers and sisters. The most 
brutal absolute monarchy of all 
time was born. 

To keep the subject masses under 
control, the priesthood evolved a 
whole menagerie of gods and god- 
desses, mostly of semi-animal na- 
ture — humanlike birds, crocodiles, 
ibises, serpents, rams, cats, and 
many others. The hungry and un- 
scrupulous priesthood subservient 
to the god-pharaoh, invented pen- 
ances (tribute) to these various 
gods which procured forgiveness for 
practically any of Egypt's 42 major 
sins, including adultery and parri- 
cide. 

Thus the stage was set for all 
manner of corruption. With her un- 
paralleled freedom — whether prin- 
cess or slave made no difference — 
woman took to sexual license to an 
extent never equalled in history. 
This included young -girls scarcely 
at the age of puberty. At that time 
the Egyptian males were actually 
more moralistic (at least the mar- 
ried ones) and a three-stage stand- 
ard for the selection of wives was 
established; according to A. Weide- 
mann in Das alte Aegypten : 

( 1 > A one-year “trial marriage,” 
during which the woman was 
known as the man’s “sister” 
( sent ), but actually cohabited with 
her. This arrangement could be 
broken at any time, with or with- 
out cause, by either party. 
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Our doctors still don’t know 
why, but if you are a man 
over 45 you are six times as 
likely to develop lung cancer 
as a man of your age twenty 
years ago. They do know, 
however, that their chances 
• of saving your life could be 


about ten times greater if 
they could only detect can- 
cer long before you yourself 
notice any symptom. (Only 
1 in every 20 lung cancers is 
being cured today, largely 
because most cases progress 
too far before detected.)

(2) A “probationary marriage” of 
no fixed duration, during which the 
wife (hemt) held full rights in 
ownership and management of her 
husband’s property. 

(3 1 A final nebt period which 
was supposed to be permanent, and 
could not be broken by divorce. 
However, these marriages were eas- 
ily discontinued by husband-parri- 
cide, usually committed by hired 
poisoners. ■ 

Note the opportunities for license 
under these laws. Due to widespread 
trial marriage, virginity was not 
prized, so that there was no incen- 
tive for a woman or girl to remain 
chaste prior to permanent marriage. 
One of the most viicous customs 
was the practice of men and women 
consorting together for a single 
night or at best a few nights — 
neither with any serious thought of 
marriage — in the “brother-sister” 
relationship. 

All classes participated in this li- 
cense — the pharaohs and nobles in 
their palaces, the tradespeople and 
slaves in mud inns which were com- 
bined drinking places (the Egyp- 
tians drank both wine and beer), 
houses of “brother-sister” assigna- 
tion, and outright brothels. 

The height of luxurious license 
was achieved in the enormous Nile 
barges, floating palaces of deprav- 
ity, which are historically renowned 
for the orgies held aboard them. 
Some of these barges were more 
than 300 feet long and were pro- 
pelled by hundreds of oarsmen. 

Even in the “House of the Dead” 
the embalmers had their “sisters” 
— women who defied the terrible 
charnel-house odor that could not 
be washed off but only wore away 
with the passage of time. There was 
no class unable to have its free 
or professional women. 

Small wonder that venereal dis- 
ease was rampant in Egypt, despite 
the excellent skill of the physicians. 
It is referred to widely by ancient 
writers; as, for example, in Deu- 
teronomy as “the blotch of Egypt.” 

Finally polygamy was introduced 
among Egyptian royalty; the lower 
classes were much too poor to prac- 
tice it. Just when it came in is not 
known definitely, but certainly long 
before the time of the oppression 
of the Israelites. Rameses II, who 
was the “king who knew not 
Joseph” had at least three wives 
and twenty concubines. His number 
of wives may have been much 
greater, for he left fifty-nine royal 
sons and sixty royal daughters. 

T HE most debilitating curse of 
Egypt was inbreeding, which 
arose directly from the semi-divine 


nature oi royalty and the import- 
ance of maintaining property, craft, 
and even menial labor rights in the 
same descent generation after gen- 
eration. The pharaohs, who theo- 
retically and practically owned 
everything, married their sisters 
and ruled and maintained title 
jointly while their offspring had a 
much more arguable title thereby. 

We have given Cleopatra as an 
example of a sister marrying her 
younger brothers in succession to 
strengthen her title claim. Another 
famous example is Thothmes I, who 
married his sister Aahmes; she 
bore him two sons, both named 
Thothmes — the older of these sons 
became Thothmes II on his father’s 
death. Aahmes also bore Thothmes 
I a daughter, Hatasu, who became 
queen upon the death of her older 
brother Thothmes II. For some rea- 
son she did not marry her younger 
brother, probably because her power 
was well-established. But when she 
finally died, he came into the 
throne as Thothmes III! 

That is a good example of the 
inbreeding that went on among 
Egyptian royalty. It spread through 
the nobility or “king’s brothers” 
who were known as the Imakhu for 
the simple reason that they were 
also semi-divine and also large 
landowners, priests, judges, and 
military commanders had to take 
precautions to retain their prefer- 
red position through “purity of de- 
scent.” 

Because everything was heredi- 
tary, incestuous marriage grew to 
include all the people. Tenant farm- 
ers, doctors, goldsmiths, metal- 
casters, astronomers, enamelers, 
stone-masons — all married their 
sisters in order to insure hereditary 
transmission of their rights and 
privileges. Often as in the case of 
the oracles and embaliners, they 
transmitted their secrets only by 
word-of-mouth from generation to 
generation, which had to be of in- 
bred blood. 

T HUS, as inbreeding increased, 
Egypt grew progressively weak- 
er and weaker, her people deteri- 
orated, and she finally was over- 
thrown as a world power. What 
have we to learn from her fate? 

First, that she fell despite high 
excellence in all the arts and 
sciences. This is a warning that any 
nation, however mighty, can crum- 
ble from within. 

Second, that assumption of su- 
preme power by any individual is 
bad. We have a comparison today 
in the trend toward personal dic- 
tatorships. 

Third, that superior medical ser- 



vices and general health cannot 
overcome the cumulative effects of 
sexual transgression. 

Fourth, that the concentration of 
all resources in hereditary family 
descent leads to a rigid caste sys- 
tem, which ultimately causes im- 
mense misery. (Though incest does 
not apply, this is the case in India 
today.) 

Fifth, that trial marriage is liable 
to lead to all manner of excesses 
and abuses, including license in 
both sexes and a general debase- 
ment of morals. 

Sixth, that incestuous marriage 
ultimately destroys the family it- 
self. 

Seventh, that polygamy combined 
with incestuous marriage sets up a 
multitude of lesser heirs, leading to 
tremendous jealousies, confusions, 
and crimes such as parricide. 

Eighth, that a debased priesthood 
(the pharaoh himself was the su- 


preme priest as well as the demi- 
god 1 is both uninterested in and 
incapable of preventing the spread 
of license. 

Ninth, that any nation where ex- 
treme wealth and extreme poverty 
exist side by side is prone to sexual 
and other excess among all classes, 
and that such excess tends to in- 
crease. 

Tenth, that any nation whose 
leaders refuse to benefit by the les- ' 
sons of the past is doomed. 

That is the lesson for us in the 
history of ancient Egypt. Let us try 
to avoid all the mistakes — sexual 
and otherwise — the god-kings made 
first and which their slave-people 
so willingly copied. 

If we don’t, our civilization will 
end in the same profligate down- 
fall as did that of the land of the 
pharaohs.

It is not difficult to detect a 
flirt, as compared with a woman 
who is normally pleased by the at- 
tentions of men and responds ap- 
preciatively to them. The true flirt 
must have change. 

Whenever there are men around, 
her eye is constantly roving, even 
though she’s accompanied by an 
attentive escort. Illogically enough, 
she is highly resentful if her escort 
so much as glances at another 
girl, whereas the normal, self- 
confident woman takes it all in 
stride. 

The flirt, say psychiatrists, is 
often the product of a home in 
which she felt herself unloved and 
unwanted. Consequently, she must 
constantly prove to herself that 
she is desirable. Invariably she 
makes a frigid wife. 

Millions of wives are frigid be- 
cause they were brought up to con- 
sider sex shameful and degrading, 
if not actually disgusting. Still 
other millions have been taught 
that “it’s a man’s world” with such 
thoroughness that they actually re- 
sent the fact that they are women 
and wish they were men. They too 
are likely to prove frigid. 

Still other millions believe that 
men “dominate” their wives in the 
sex relationship. Others have an 
abnormal fear of pregnancy, of 
the pains of childbirth, of losing 
their beauty as a result of child- 
bearing. All these are excellent 
candidates for frigidity. 

Fortunately, skillfully guided con- 
versation will almost invariably re- 
veal a woman’s hidden fears. A 
girl with an obsession cannot con- 
ceal it. If she considers sex dis- 
gusting and anticipates it uneasily 
as a necessary evil in marriage, 
she is likely to avoid the subject 
in conversations with her boy- 
friend — a clue in itself. If she al- 
lows him a good-night kiss, it is 
likely to be only a chaste peck on 
the cheek. 

Indications like these are suf- 
ficient to let the wooer know that 
symptoms of frigidity are present. 
From then on, gentle, tactful ques- 
tioning and discussion will reveal 
much more. 

A S a matter of fact, incipient 
frigidity can often be “nipped 
in the bud” at this point by frank 
conversation, augmented by read- 
ing good books on marital adjust- 
ment or attending courses on the 
subject. Even after marriage closer 
understanding has often cured 
many cases of frigidity. 


Writes Dr. Norman Haire, the 
famous British psychologist, “The 
suffering caused by sexual mis- 
adjustment between husband and 
wife could be solved if each would 
have the generosity in his nature 
to be frank, listen to the other 
and try, even though it hurts, to 
be kind and meet the other’s needs 
in the sexual as well as in other 
relations.” 

There, in a few words, is one 
of the most important clues to- 
ward delecting and overcoming 
frigidity. 

On the other hand, frigidity is 
very often due to the man’s inept 
lovemaking, as many a woman 
knows. Take the case of Clara W. 
— a college senior. 

Clara was very much in love 
with a classmate, and they became 
engaged. Prior to the engagement 
he had been all tenderness and 
consideration, but as soon as the 
ring was on her finger his attitude 
changed. He brutally tried to “go 
the limit” with her in an attack 
which she fought off desperately. 

All Clara’s former love and desire 
turned to disgust, and she broke 
off the engagement. Subsequently 
she became engaged to and mar- 
ried another young man only, how- 
ever, after exacting from him a 
promise that he would be “pa- 
tient” with her. He kept his promise 
at all times, and is enjoying the 
rewards of a wife who loves him 
deeply and passionately. 

Clashing temperament, too, is a 
factor influencing frigidity. How 
frequently a dynamic, dashing 
couple breaks up because tempera- 
ments clash, although sexually the 
pair may be well-mated! 

For this reason psychologists 
warn that the mating of a virilely 
aggressive man with a femininely 
aggressive woman seldom results 
in a permanently happy marriage. 
As in a dance team, one must pre- 
fer to lead and the other must 
prefer to follow (believe it or not, 
it actually doesn’t matter greatly 
who does the leading). 

How often have you heard it re- 
marked of a woman, “What on 
earth does her husband see in 
her?” Chances are, she is a rather 
quiet, easy-going personality, while 
he is colorful and bold. But chances 
also are that she is as feminine 
as he is virile — and also perfectly 
willing to let him act as bell- 
wether. Conversely, many an easy- 
going husband who is quietly sure 
of his virility is happily married 
to a woman who appears to domi- 
nate him but is actually only his 
sexual equal! 
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B EFORE determining whether 
your girl is frigid ask yourself 
these questions, and try to answer 
them honestly: 

1 What is my sex drive? Is it 
low, high, or about average? 

2 What attracts me to a certain- 
type woman, and in what way? Her 
resemblance (or lack of it) to my 
mother? Her figure? her coloring? 
The sound of her voice? Her odor? 
Her sense of humor? Her intellect? 
Her strength of will? Her integ- 
rity? 

3 Which of the above are of 
most importance to me, and in 
what degree? Which are of little 
or no importance? 

4 Is there a difference between 
the type of girl I like to date for 
“petting” purposes and the type 
I want to marry? What is this 
difference? 

5 Do I like to flirt but resent it 
if my date flirts? Do I go with one 
particular girl because she resem- 
bles some loved one I have lost? 
If so, do I compare her unfavorably 
with the lost love? 

6 Would I be content to marry 
for friendship alone? (Most au- 
thorities agree that friendship, 
while essential to complete happi- 
ness, is not a substitute for a sat- 
isfactory physical relationship.) 

7 Do I tire of a girl quickly, 
switch from one to another, break 
engagements in order to be free to 
pursue new girls? 

8 Am I afraid of marriage? Do 
I ever feel repelled by the thought 
of marital relations? When I make 
love, do I imagine I am with some 
other woman? Do I like to torment 
women, either physically or men- 
tally? 

9 Do my sex impulses conflict 
with my religious or social up- 
bringing? 

10 Do I consider sex healthy and 


layman, they are But to the psy- 
chologist, they are danger signals 
of what has become a national 
menace. 

Psychologists like Dr. Danzur will 
tell you that peeping-tomism, in 
itself, is not as terrible a perversion 
as one might imagine. Practically 
every male in the United States has 
indulged in it at one time or an- 
other (a fact pretty well corrobo- 
rated by the Kinsey studies). 

What is important, and what is 


clean, or unhealthy and unclean? 

The above questions, if answered 
honestly, should give you a pretty 
good idea of your attitude toward 
sex and of the type of girl you 
prefer for a wife. They should 
also reveal if your sex thinking is 
normal or abnormal. 

Now take each question in turn 
and reverse it. Imagine that your 
girl-friend is answering each ques- 
tion in turn, paraphrased, of course, 
to the female sex. Thus an early 
question you imagine her answer- 
ing is: “What attracts me to a 
certain-type man? His resemblance 
(or lack of it) to my father?” 
From your knowledge of her, 
what are her answers? Are they 
the answers you want from the girl 
you hope to marry? 

Let’s assume that they are. Let’s 
assume further that you feel that 
you can make her a satisfactory 
husband. Then there’s only one 
more question to be answered: 

Is she in love with you? 

There are many ways of deter- 
mining this, as every man and 
woman knows. People who say they 
can’t find out are generally afraid 
to seek the truth. Does your girl 
prefer your company to that of 
other men? Even though she tells 
you candidly that you are not as 
handsome as George, or as brilliant 
as Bill, does she make it clear to 
you that they can go jump in the 
lake so long as she has you? 

Does she make it perfectly plain 
that all she wants is to live with 
you for the rest of her life? 

If she passes this final test, then 
go ahead and marry her. If you 
have been honest with yourself and 
with her, the chances are over- 
whelming that you will not have 
a frigid wife and that you both 
will be supremely happy. 

THE END 


causing grave concern among psy- 
chologists is the prevalence of ob- 
sessed peeping-tomism and where 
it can lead. The steps the human 
mind will take from this base of 
the ladder of perversion are as di- 
rect as they are unrelenting. The 
pattern of each case history seems 
almost identical. 

“Peeping-tomism,” Dr. Danzur 
says, “in the beginning is nothing 
more than an expression of juvenile 
curiosity about the other sex. At 
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the same time, however, it too often 
becomes a fear of anything that 
resembles a normal sex life. Here 
is where the clanger comes in. In- 
stead of being merely a peeping- 
tom, the mature male with the in- 
fantile approach to sex often de- 
velops into a full-fledged pervert — 
like a voyeur or an exhibitionist — 
or even a sex maniac.” 

It should be remembered that 
peeping-tomism is not sexually 
gratifying to any male. Actually it 
is a sexual stimulant rather than 
a gratification. That stimulus must 
find an outlet. Because we are deal- 
ing with abnormal minds, then it 
stands to reason that the outlet 
will be abnormal. 

Dr. Danzur has said that the next 
steps in the ladder were voyeurism 
and exhibitionism. 

Voyeurism is one of the strangest 
of all sexual perversions. This sort 
of deviate is a sexually immature 
person, afraid of the normal, but 
so obsessed with sex that he must 
find gratification in the fulfillment 
of others. 

It is suprisingly easy for a peep- 
ing-tom to become a voyeur — as he 
so often does — because his activities 
throw him into situations where he 
can view others conducting sexual 
acts. 

A peeping-tom has such a warp- 
ed personality — certainly after he 
has been at it for some time — that 
he believes all people suffer from 
the same perverse malady. This be- 
lief leads him into the road of the 
exhibitionist — another sexual devi- 
ation. 

Exhibitionism begins when the 
male becomes purposely careless 
about the shades as he dresses and 
undreses in his home. Often he will 
wander nude about the house, pause 
before an open window when he be- 
lieves — or hopes — that some person 
(preferably feminine) may be look- 
ing in his direction at any given 
moment. The next step, when he 
has become an actual menace to 
sdciety, occurs when he approaches 
women and openly displays himself. 
By this time, of course, he may be 
classified as insane — or near insane 
—and can be put away, either for- 
ever or until he is cured. 

The obvious end of the obsessed 
peeping-tom, and one of primary 
concern to psychologists and en- 
lightened police officials, is that of 
the sex criminal. As we said before, 
peeping-tomism is not a gratifica- 
tion, but a stimulus; it is not nor- 
mal, but abnormal. A person so ab- 
normally stimulated seldom seeks 
his gratification in the usual man- 
ner of request and consent and is 
more inclined to resort to the 
methods of a maniac. 


T HE direction which peeping- 
tomism can take was dramati- 
cally illustrated just last Septem- 
ber in a mid-Western state where 
the police were desperately trying 
to capture a sex fiend the tabloids 
had labelled “The Night Avenger." 
Detectives on the case had pretty 
well tied the attacker to at least 
four cases of criminal assault, and 
were fairly certain he had com- 
mitted three others. In the course 
of" their investigation, they reviewed 
the files on known sex offenders. 
They came acjross the file of a 
young man on probation whose 
history fit the pattern (name with- 
held because he has not yet been 
tried for his crimes). 

The boy — nineteen years old — had 
been arrested several times for spy- 
ing into the bedrooms of neighbors. 
Because no law covering this crime 
was on the books, he was turned 
loose. Then, about a year ago, he 
was picked up during a raid on a 
house of prostitution where a sexual 
exhibition was being held. He was 
released after paying a $25 fine. He 
was only a spectator at the ex- 
hibition and the laws covering this 
type of crime considered it only a 
misdemeanor. 

In June of 1953, he was again 
brought into headquarters, this 
time on a charge of lewd exhibi- 
tionism and accosting two women. 
For this he drew a first-offender’s 
light sentence of six months which 
was later suspended because of his 
age. 

- When arrested on suspicion of 
criminal assault the youth had just 
returned from one of his nightly 
forays. Under close questioning he 
broke down and admitted his sev- 
eral crimes. A psychiatrist for the 
state interviewed him on numerous 
occasions and frankly acknowledg- 
ed that the boy’s trouble seemed 
to have found its initial impetus 
while he was a victim of peeping- 
tomism. 

“If we had laws in this city that 
covered what we call a misdemean- 
or,” the psychiatrist readily ad- 
mitted, “this boy would never have 
become the wretched creature he is 
today.” 

D R. DANZUR, and other psychol- 
ogists of the same opinion, in- 
sist that most sex crimes and per- 
versions could be nipped in the bud 
if the general public would face 
the reality of the peeping-tom 
problems. Until today, most people 
in all sections of the country treat 
the peeper as something of a 
prankster or social nusiance. 

Dr. Danzur explains that this is 
an approach that is blind to the 
facts as we know them. “If the 


first-offender peeping- tom were 
treated as any other sexual deviate 
and placed in the hands of a com- 
petent psychiatrist at the outset of 
his perverse indulgences, many 
could be prevented from later be- 
coming severe perverts or sex crim- 
inals. Those who appeared potential 
menaces to society could be in- 
stitutionalized until such time as 
they were cured, or — if incurable — 
put away for good.” 

The peeping-tom is not a local- 
ized menace; he exists in every 
community in this country. He is a 
nationwide problem that has gone 
unchecked and misunderstood for 
many years. He comes from every 
strata of our society. No particular 
age group is without its members. 

• No sexual perversion has ever been 
as widespread. 

Hardly a day passes that does not 
see city and suburban newspapers 
reporting a case of peeping-tomism 
and featuring it as a humorous ad- 
dition to the day’s news. On the 
other hand, no day goes by that 
some sex crime does not find its 
way onto the front pages of prac- 
tically every newspaper in the land. 
Until the recent discovery that the 
two items were akin, the peeper 
was considered a source of amuse- 
ment. Today, the relationship be- 
tween the two is no longer a laugh- 
ing matter.

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on stage, and your first impression 
is that here is a very beautiful 
woman. 

The songs she sings, however, are 
hardly feminine. They begin on a 
suggestive note and deteriorate to 
the downright filthy. Her falsies 
and flowing gowns and made-up 
face cannot hide her exaggerated 
feminine affections. So exaggerated 
that you soon realize no woman you 
ever met acted quite so — so woman- 
ly. It’s a professional “queen," an 
advanced homosexual who has lost 
all his identity with the male of 
the species. 

Soon there are more queens on 
the stage, then a row of chorus 
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girls — or chorus boys. It’s safe to 
say, if “it” looks like a woman 
you’re dead wrong. If “it” looks like 
a man — wrong again. 

Later there’s a rough-and-ready 
stripper. This gal is legitimate, a 
full-blooded female, but her per- 
formance is neither for your benefit 
nor for the other “straight” males 
in the place. It’s for the lesbians 
who flock to these dens — “the 
hutches," as they are called in -this 
twilight life. 

The stripper is usually followed 
by a mass demonstration of sug- 
gestive homosexual exhibitionism. 
As a whole, the show is the wildest 
to be seen in -a city noted for its 
sin traps. 

Where are the police all this 
time? After all, there are laws 
against this sort of thing. However, 
a series of payoffs keeps these joints 
alive. Once in a while a city-wide 
cleanup is started against these 
vice dens. Some of them are closed 
down. What happens? The cycle 
runs something iike this: 

A queer club opens. Its shows are 
geared for homosexuals but are 
tame at first. Then comes the pay- 
off to the cop on the beat and the 
shows get more and more off base. 
Soon entertainers mix openly with 
customers, make after-show dates, 
some of them straight, whereas 
other relationships cross into the 
nether world of homosexual prom- 
iscuity. 

Then everyone but a regular cus- 
tomer is barred by the doorman — 
a sure sign that the public per- 
formance has degenerated into a 
private show for sexual deviates. 
Locker rooms are maintained on the 
premises where these double-gaited 
personalities can store clothes, us- 
ually evening ensembles. Upon ar- 
rival at the club the homosexuals 
don high heels and evening dresses, 
the lesbians wear tuxedos. Trans- 
vestism is a favorite pastime of the 
perverted souls and is called “go- 
ing in drag.” 

This condition lasts sometimes 
for three or four months. A com- 
plaint is lodged by some irate citi- 
zen, the place is raided and closed 
down. Two weeks later it opens up 
across town, perhaps on the fringe 
of the Village. The same purple 
gangs flock to the new location 
until that, too, is raided. 

Then it’s back into the heart of 
the Village again, a never-ending 
chain of payoffs, hot shows, raids, 
closings, reopenings, payoffs, hot 
shows and so on. 

T HE bars artd the “queer joints” 
are only half the ■story. 

When homosexuals play rough 


they do it with a vengeance. Take 
their version of the badger game, 
for instance: 

Servicemen and lone males out 
for kicks make the best subjects 
for this racket. A front man ap- 
proaches the victim in a bar at 
about closing time, strikes up a 
conversation and then suggests a 
visit to his place where liquor laws 
won’t interfere with serious drink- 
ing. Often the proposition is ac- 
companied with a promise to call 
up a couple of girls for a good 
time. 

Since the front man is always 
the “straightest” acting of the 
gang, the unwary male suspects 
nothing and accepts the invitation. 
After entering the front man’s 
apartment the victim is met by a 
half dozen members of the gang. 
The obvious follows, with the male 
becoming the victim of a multiple 
homosexual assault. 

To insure the victim’s silence, pic- 
tures are taken during the orgy. 
He is later threatened with ex- 
posure of the snapshots to his fam- 
ily if he reports the crime to the 
police. Often the pictures are used 
for blackmail purposes, sometimes 
for money, sometimes to intimidate 
the victim into returning to the 
apartment at regular scheduled in- 
tervals for further homosexual acts 
with his attackers. 

After long association with these 
ambidextrous creatures, the victim 
often becomes homosexual, himself. 
His inevitable end: playing the 

Judas goat to trap new victims for. 
the badger game. 

M OST reputable police officers in 
the Village agree that the 
section does not have prostitutes 
to any large degree. Although a few 
exist who will sell themselves to a 
male and are not above being the 
love partners of lesbians, they do 
not dominate the scene. 

For one reason, among the free 
living— and— loving intellectuals of 
Greenwich Village there Is so much 
promiscuity that a professional has 
a hard time making a living. An- 
other is, prostitutes are afraid of 
the “queens.” I have seen bar fights 
in which the features of an at- 
tractive chippy were scarred for life 
because a jealous pack of homo- 
sexuals resented her presence at 
one of their bars. She had made 
the mistake of approaching some- 
body’s “boyfriend.” 

Of course, there are some decent 
places in the Village. But places 
like these are the exceptions rather 
than the rule. 

The Village is noted for its clip 
joints. The queer joints are notori- 
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ous for fleecing their “straight” 
customers while keeping the tab 
within reason for their steady clien- 
tel. But there are many nightclubs 
which do not cater to this left- 
handed group. Yet, they find their 
marks among the thrill seekers and 
loose spenders in the tourist trade 
or among servicemen. 

Although it is against the law, 
performers consort openly with 
customers at these clip houses. The 
stage show is every bit as hot, as 
the ones in the queer joints, often 
hotter. It consists of a continuous 
line of strip tease artists, but this 
time the performers are the real 
thing. If the waiter sees you eye- 
ing a pretty number in the chorus, 
he’ll arrange to have her visit your 
table between shows. Her drinks of 
weak tea or colored water go on 
your bill as bonded whiskey, some- 
times champagne. 

As the evening wears on the 
shows get hotter and hotter. If you 
start getting bored — which is un- 
likely — your pretty guest suggests 
that maybe if you stuck around 
until the last show, you and she 
might go some place together — her 
place preferably. 

Here’s where she gets some real 
cooperation from the management. 
About 1:30, as a stage show ends, 
the M.C. comes out and tells you 
to stick around and drink, another 
show will go on in thirty minutes. 
You sit and wait, not knowing 
you’ve seen the last stage show, 
that your partner has skipped out 
the back door with the commissions 


will cover her feet. 

These mores which vary from 
culture to culture are devoutly ad- 
hered to. The one thing they share 
in common, however, is a funda- 
mental disgust and rejection of 
nudity. 

According to physicians at the 
Russell Sage Institute of Pathology, 
the human body is not susceptible 
to “hardening” by exposure to the 
elements, and in fact, one of the 
outstanding achievements of the 
human animal is his ability to 
clothe himself and thus survive in 
lands where otherwise he would 
perish. 

A T the University of Minnesota, 
researchers discovered that 
more than a moderate amount of 


she gets on the drinks you bought 
her. You’re left holding the fat, 
padded check. 

If you kick, the bouncer tells you 
you’re drunk. If that doesn’t work, 
they soft soap you — after you’ve 
paid the check, of course. You mis- 
understood the M.C., they tell you. 
Then they offer you a drink on the 
house. You may not know it, but 
the Mickey Finn originated in 
Greenwich Village, and these boys 
are pastmasters at mixing a potent 
brew. 

Hours later you wake up in an 
alley. The cop on the beat has been 
paid off, so there’s no use complain- 
ing to him. If he’s a right guy who 
won’t touch graft, you still don’t 
have a case. The clip joint can al- 
ways pick -up a dozen witnesses 
who will swear in court that they 
saw you leave the joint under your 
own power — roaring drunk, but still 
upright. 

About a quarter of a million peo- 
ple are jammed into the borders of 
Greenwich Village. No census that 
would hold water has ever been 
taken on how many homosexuals 
and clippers live there. A social 
worker once told this writer that 
he estimated they represented no 
more than one percent of the pop- 
ulation. 

But when the sun goes down, 
that one percent takes over the 
avenues and back alleys, lock, stock 
and beer keg, and turn the Village 
into the weirdest sin town in the 
world.

sunshine on the naked skin can 
seriously harm the cells of the 
epidermal layer, dry up its natural 
oils, produce permanent coarseness 
and scarring, and cause skin can- 
cer! 

According to the Archives of Der- 
matology, 110 out of 1,300 cases of 
skin cancer observed were directly 
attributed to too much sunshine. 
Dr. Alexander Carr-Bolling Hays, 
FJR.C.P., notes in a paper read 
last month to colleagues in Lon- 
don, that over the last ten years, 
600 of 983 cases of skin cancer oc- 
curring in Sydney, Australia, were 
caused by excessive exposure to 
sunlight. (It is well-known that 
Australians love to spend long 
hours on the beaches.) 

Similar findings are recorded in 
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official publications of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association and the 
American Society for the Control 
of Cancer. 

There is strong evidence that 
too much exposure to the sun also 
causes poliomyelitis (infantile pa- 
ralysis), and Dr. Robert S. Hotch- 
kiss in his book. Fertility in Men, 
reports, “Doctors C. A. Mills and 
F. S. Senior have correlated season 
with sterility in the summer 
months.” 

In regard to vitamin D— which 
prevents rickets — it is best obtained 
from orange juice and other citrus 
fruits. It is never acquired direct- 
ly from the sun itself. 

According to the prominent 
medical researcher, Dr. Julius Ber- 
man, “It is questionable that there 
are any benefits the human body 
can derive from the sun directly.” 

J. K., an office manager belonged 
to one of the more prominent 
nudist colonies on the West Coast. 
He developed a series of growths 
on his skin which his doctor diag- 
nosed as cancer. He was advised 
that his condition was not serious 
and during treatment was told to 
remain out of the sun as much 
as possible, taking the precaution 
to be fully clothed when it was 
necessary to be outdoors. Eventu- 
ally, his affliction subsided. 

A thoughtful man, J. K. began 
wondering why, if it were true that 
nudity in the open air is health- 
ful, he should have become ill as 
the result of this practise. He raised 
this question to his naturist friends, 
who instead of accepting his query 
as an honest expression of doubt, 
sneered at him and called him a 
prude. 

J. K. soon realized that most 
naturists were fanatics, that their 
behavior was not at all unlike that 
of Communists! For like the Com- 
munists, nudists, when confronted 
with arguments they cannot an- 
swer, resort to smear techniques. 

T HIS is inevitably the behavior 
of insecure and neurotic people. 
Many operators of nudist camps 
are aware of this and viciously 
exploit such .shortcomings dn their 
customers. It is not by chance that 
many nudists are ardent amateur 
photographers. If you have visited 
a nudist camp, you will find that 
one of the chief preoccupations is 
the taking of “arty” pictures. Al- 
though the sport itself is harmless 
enough, it has served as an open- 
ing for blackmail — often encour- 
aged and inspired by an unscrupu- 
lous camp operator! 

Take the case of Miss E. L. of 
Chicago. She was invited by a girl- 


friend to partake of the sunshine 
at a nearby camp. Miss E. L. went, 
thoroughly believing in the high 
moral principles proclaimed by the 
nudists’ literature. 

Foolishly, she agreed, to pose lor 
pictures! 

The unscrupulous photographer 
(nephew of the camp’s owner.) 
sought out the girl’s fiance, who 
was the son of a well-to-do bank- 
er. Shocked, the fiance broke off 
the engagement and refused to 
pay a dime. 

In this instance, the girl was 
engaged to a man of strong moral 
character who could not be shaken 
down. 

I am pleased to say that Miss 
E. L.’s story had a happy ending. 

Six months later, the broken- 
hearted girl found out the reason 
why she had been jilted. She sought 
out her fiance and told him her 
story. He investigated, found the 
blackmail culprit, and finally called 
the police. The two were married, 
and the “naturist” was sent to 
prison. t 

A more tragic case concerned a 
West Coast society woman who 
came down with tuberculosis. Mrs. 
B. R. went to a rest home in Ari- 
zona, where her condition was 
eventually arrested. Some how she 
came under the influence of a 
friend who convinced her to join 
a nudist colony to build up her 
health. 

At the nudist camp, Mrs. B. R. 
had her picture taken by the man- 
ager, and soon found herself en- 
meshed within the evil tentacles 
of blackmail. A proud and digni- 
fied woman, Mrs. B. R. did not want 
the photo made public. She paid 
out large sums of money, but the 
blackmailer would not relent. 

Worry and anxiety caused the 
society woman to lose her health. 
Her tuberculosis recurred, and she 
is again dangerously ill in the Ari- 
zona sanitarium. 

Because naturists are nothing 
but gullible and naive souls, driven 
by their deep-seated sexual dis- 
orders to believe in quackery and 
myth, they leave themselves open 
to glib, deceitful racketeers. 

Because nudism is not outlawed, 
but instead, relegated to secluded 
places in our communities, corrupt 
persons enjoy a cover under which 
to operate their rackets. 

Therefore, I can only conclude 
that laws should be passed to re- 
strict the operations of nudist 
camps, to supervise or outlaw them 
if necessary in order to prevent 
a small but insiduous blight from 
spreading to the normal segments 
of our communities.
